trees during the winter, and lie as they fell. 
All through the south end of the park this 
prush is everywhere and has not even been 
gathered into piles for burning or removal. 
It lies on walks and lawns alike and has 
never been disturbed since the day it fell. 
It would have been the work of two men 
with barrow and rake to collect and remove 
it all in a week, but it has not been touched. 
The aspect of the lawns is like the entire 
physical appearance of the park—one of 
neglect and decay. 


Board Complains of Income. 

No one of those in authority pretends to 
deny the condition of affairs. They content 
themselves with excusing it. Asked what is 
the matter with the park yesterday, Presi- 
dent Gansbergen of the Lincoln Park board 
said: 

“Tt is an old story, and has been told often 
enough. We have not money enough to do 
what we want to do, and have had to 
economize in every way wecan. The result 
probably shows in the appearance of the 
park.” 

“But have you not had as much money 
as other boards?’’ was asked. 

“ Yes, the income of the board has not been 
cut. The expenses have increased. That is 
the reason for it.’’ 

Asked as to any extraordinary expenses 
his board had had to meet, President Gans- 
pergen mentioned the Oak street protection 
against the lake, the south shore drive, the 
bridge at the animal-house, and other similar 
items. In response to the question as to 
whether the day labor pay rolls of the board 
had not been higher, also, Mr. Gansbergen 
said: 

“Yes. our pay rolls have amounted to more 
than formerly.” | 

What this increased force of laborers has 
been doing is naturally the question asked 
by the citizens, as their work ought to show 
fn an improved physical appearance of the 
park. 

It is impossible, however. to give any de- 
tailed statement of the expenditures of the 
park board during the last two years, as it 
has stopped the custom of issuing an annual 
report, the last one published being that of 
March 31, 1899, when P. M. Woodworth was 
the President of the board. Since then these 
feports have stopped, although Charles 
Erby, the present Secretary, promises one 
will appear soon. 


Present Deficit of $50,000. 

All that is known for a certainty about the 
expenditures during the last two years is 
that all the money received has been spent 
and there is now a deficit of about $50,000. 
Two years ago, when the present board took 
hold, all floating debts had been paid and 
there was_a balance of over $25,000 in the 
treasury. hat balance has gone with the 
rest and the estimate of the amount of the 
@eficit during the last two years is President 
Gansbergen’s own. 

“It is about $50,000," was the way he put 
it yesterday. From previous reports it is 
possible to give the figures of the income and 
expenditures of the boards for the years be- 
fore and including 1899.

board has had to face was that of deter- 
mining how to achieve the best results with 
an appropriation much too smal! for the 
manifest and crying needs of Lincoln Park. 

**In order to render available for needed 
improvements the largest possible share of 
the park revenues the ordinary charges for 
maintenance were reduced in every manner 
in each department, and by a close and 
careful economy they were cut down to 
$127,908, a saving of $12,270 over the year 
before and $63,500 from the. year preceding 
that. 

“A larger proportion of the funds Of the 
park have beer devoted to permanent bet- 
terments than has been the case in any 
recent year. Much important work had to 
be postponed or neglected because of the 
lack of funds, but that which seemed the 
most essential was accomplished, and care 
was taken this year, as last, not to exceed 
the actual revenue: For the second time 
in years the new year has been begun with 
a cash balance instead of a large deficit. 

“This result has not been accomplished 
without great difficulty, the natural tendency 
being to borrow from the future to make 
repairs and improvements which are vital- 
ly needed, but for which there are no funds, 
The rule was laid down, however, and rigid- 
ly adhered to to keep the expenditures well 
within the reverues. 

“That the commissioners should feel a 
more direct responsibility and keep in close 
touch with park affairs, no expenditures 
are made except on requisitions approved 
by the several committees having different 
departments of the park in charge, and ap- 
proved by the board.” 

The nent improvements made that 


animal-houses costing $8,600, and $5,000 for 
animals, a new deer park, an fron bridge 
instead of the wooden one across the South 
Pond channel, and the opening of the road 
closed since 1897. At the end the board had 
saved $24,603 from a tax levy $22,000 less 
than the one made for the present board 
last fall. 
Revenue from Other Sources. 


The Lincoln Park board does not, however, 
derive all of its revenue from taxes, but has 
an independent income of its own, the size of 
which depends largely on the watchfulness 
the commissioners exercise over the property 
with which they are intrusted. According 
to the last annual report the board in 1899 
collected considerable money on its own ac- 
count. It received, for instance, $4,372 on its 
bank balances, a larger sum than any other 
board got from this item, and derived an in- 
come of $4,564 from the rent of boats. The 
use of swings netted $450 and phaetons $1,133. 
The rent of refectories brought in $5,225, and 
the simple bicycle racks returned $26, while 
the board rented its steam roller during the 
year for a total of $718. It-sold sixteen rab- 
bits for $4, four kittens for $40, two great 
Dane dogs for $20, two lion cubs for $250, 
and four ducks for $1.20. For sandand other 
material it received $5,120. 

General Winston, in speaking of the condi- 
tion of the park during the day, said: “ The 
trouble is the old one of lack of money. The 
board has got into debt and it must pay it off. 
The only way the money can be had ts by 
economizing, and consequently all work on 
the park has been stopped. Personally, lam 
out of the matter, as my resignation has been 
in the Governor's hands for some time and I 
expect my successor to be appointed any day. 
It is a fundamental! rule in all business, how- 
ever, that debts must be paid first, and there 
is nothing else for the board to do.”

BEG BY KIPLEY'S GRACE. 


CHIEF HELD AS INSINCERE IN 
HIS WAR ON MENDICANTS. 


Officers of the Bureau of Charities De- 
clare That the Head of the Police 
Department Could Suppress the Im- 
postors Who Prey on Citizens and 
Assert That His Recent Order Was 
Not Issued in Good Faith—Old-Time 
Laxity Prevails. 


Chief Kipley’s sham war on beggars was 
denounced yesterday in a statement issued 
by the officers of the Bureau of Charities. 
His recent order—said by the beggars them- 
selves to be a campaign “ bluff ’’—is held in 
the statement to have been issued in no 
serious spirit. 

Chicago citizens, says the statement, have 
‘again become the prey of the “‘poor, paralytic 
boy,”” the man with the “sick wife and 
babies,”” and other impostors, who are 
operating in open defiance of Chief Kipley’s 
order. 

The Chief is accused of “* toying with fine 
words,’ instead of issuing orders that will 
be enforced. 

“Some six weeks ago,’ says the state- 
ment, *“‘an order was issued to the Chicago 
police force requiring, in accordance with 
the law, the arrest of vagrants and street 
beggars. For a few days the order was 
observed. Beggars disappeared as if by 
magic from the streets, and the public was 
temporarily relieved from the importunities 
of the hundreds of professional almsseekers 
shod make Chicago their winter headquar- 

ers. 

“The ‘blind’ suddenly regained their 
| Sight; the ‘ poor, paralytic boy’ grew well, 

and on an hour's notice the man with the 
‘sick wife and babies at home’ retired to 
the bosom of his family, and the shiftless 
*hobo’ was forced to find an honest day’s 
work to pay for his bed and meals. In short, 
the street beggar was made to realize the 
order was given with the intention that it 
should be obeyed. 

“In the course of a week, however, the 
vigilance of the police was replaced by the 
old time laxity, and during the month 
just passed almost unprecedented num- 
bers of beggars have inflicted themselves 
without fear of molestation upon the public. 
It would seem that an order apparently so 
imperative might be effective, but the nui- 
sance, has not been abated in the slightest 
degree. Beggarg are plying their trade as 
zealously as before the issuance of the com- 
mand directing their suppression. 

“The first order issued to the police read: 

‘Arrest street beggars.’ The second says: 
‘Resort to extreme measures to stop this 
nuisance,’ The first meant what it said; the 
second evidently means nothing. These nice 
distinctions in phrasing do not promote the 
highest interests of the community. 
“The Chief of Police has shown that he 
is capable of issuing an order in terms that 
compel enforcement of the law, and if he 
would win and hold public confidence he 
must cease toying with fine words and at- 
tend to the city’s needs.’’

Kansas Volunteer Soldier Is 
a Made Brigadier in Reg- 
-ular Army. 


NEW RANK FOR WHEATON 


Former Colonel of an Illinois 
Regiment Promoted to Be 
Major General. 


JACOB SMITH ALSO NAMED. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.}— 


General Fred Funston was tonight appoint- 
ed by the President as a Brigadier General 
in the regular army as a reward for his 
bravery in the capture of Aguinaldo. Gen- 
¢fal Lloyd Wheaton was made a Major Gen- 
eral, and Colonel Jacob H. Smith was pro- 
moted to a Brigadier Generalcy. 

President McKinley has always been 
‘prompt in rewarding soldiers who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the field, and his 
action in appointing Funston will meet with 
popular approval, as there was a general de- 
mand for it. 

General Funston is the youngest of the 
General officers of the army, being only 35 
yéars old. He will not reach the voluntary 
retirement age until 1928, or four years after 
General Leonard Wood retires. 

It is among the possibilities that Funston 
will become the Lieutenant General com- 
manding the army. The recent appointment 
of officers to be Brigadier Generals showed 
that General Leonard Wood would succeed 
to the position of senior Major General of 
the army In about ten years and thus be- 

’ Come eligible for appointment as Lieutenant 
General commanding the army. Should Wood 
be appointed to the head of the army he 
would continue in that position over ten 


years, during which time the officers next 


preceding Funston would retire. Their re- 
tirement would make him the senior Ma‘or 

General commanding the army upon Gen- 
eral Wood's retiremént. He would then be 
in line for the Lieutenant Generalcy. 

Some of the regular officers are disgruntled 
over the appointment, claiming that Funs- 
ton’s appointment will block the promotion 
of officers beneath the Kansan. This claim 
ig without foundation, as the President will 
have plenty of opportunity to make promo- 
tions, and General Funston’s appointment 
will not interfere with promotions in the 
slightest degree. 


Wheaton’s Brilliant Record. 
Genéral Wheaton reaches the voluntary 
retirement age on July 15, 1902. His promo- 
tion has been rapid during the recent years. 
He was born in Michigan and appointed to 
the army from Illinois. His record is an ex- 
cellent one. He served through the civil war 
With distinction. He was brevetted three 
times during that war for distinguished and 
meritorious conduct, was given a medal of 
honor, and was brevetted for distinguished 
services in the Philippines. 
. General Wheaton is,not a West Pointer. 
but has risen from the ranks. He entered 
the army on April 20, 1861, as a First Ser- 
geant of thé Highth Illinois Infantry. Three 
months Mater he was a First Lieutenant, 
and ip March, 1862,.was promoted td the 
of Captain. In August, 1868, he was 
commissioned a Major, and the following 
year had risen another grade. In 1866 he 
Was transferred to the regular establish- 
ment gs Captain of the Thirty-fourth In- 
fastry. He was a Captain for twenty-five

FILIPINO LEADER LIKELY TO ES- 
CAPE PUNISHMENT. | 


President McKinley and His Advisers, 
After Prolonged Discussion, Decide 
That the Insurgent Chief Now a Pris- 
Oner at Manila Shall Have the Bene- 
Gt of the Amnesty Proclamation, 
Providing He Has Not Violated the 

@ules of Civilized Warfare. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special. }— 
Aguinaldo will not be tried for treason, and 
unless the captive rebel leader has ordered 
his followers to commit acts in violation of 
the rules of civilized warfare he will not be 
tried at all. If, however, Aguinaldo has 
ordered the commissidn of any of the crimes 
of which some of the rebels have been guilty, 
such as beheading prisonerg, burying them 
alive, assassinating friend natives, and 
other acts not recognized as civilized war- 
fare, the government will be forced to try 
him for these crimes. 

The penalty of such crimes is death, but 
the President has declined, except in a few 
instances, to allow the death penalty to be 
imposed. If the responsibility for such acts 
Should be attached to Aguinaldo and he is 
found guilty and sentenced to death,-or life 
imprisonment is imposed, the President 
would deal leniently with him. ¢ 

It can be said on the highest authority that 
no government official in Washington has 
any information which in any way fastens 
upon Aguinaldo the responsibility for the 
inhuman treatment to which captives have 
been subjected. This, of course, is greatly in 
favor of Aguinaldo, and will-permit the gov- 
ernment to show him mercy and uot punish 
him for making war on the United States. 


McKinley Sends Instructions. 


The question of what to dp with Aguinaldo 
has been given serious consideration by the 
President and his advisers, and this after- 
noon some instructions on this subject were 
sent to General MacArthur. 

Secretary Root declines to intimate what 
these instructions were. It was learned, 
however, from sources which cannot be ques- 
tioned, that unitil Aguinaldo has taken the 
oath of allegiance to the United States and 
promises to use-his influence towards bring- 
ing to an end what remains of the rebellion 
he will be given no intimation as to what will 
be done with him. 

Until Aguinaldo has taken the oath no 
promises, expressed or implied, will be given 
him; he will receive no assurances of the 
appointment to office as a reward for what 
he might do towards bringing the rebellion 
to a close. No consideration whatever will 
be shown him and he will be treated as a 
prisoner of war until such time as the ad- 
ministration deems proper to give him free- 
dom. 

The pioclamation of amnesty issued by 
General MacArthur last December will form 
the basis of the action of the government in 
deajing with Aguinaldo and other rebel lead- 
ers. This proclamation warns the natives 
against committing acts not in conformity 
with the laws of war. 


General Promise of Amnesty. 


This proclamation placed the entire Phil- 
lippine Archipelago under martiallaw. Gen- 
eral MacArthur, by direction of the Presi- 
dent, then announced that amnesty, with 
complete immunity for the past and absolute 
liberty of action for the future, would be 
granted to all persons who had been in in- 
eurrection against the United States who 
would renounce all connection with the in- 
surrection and subscribe to a declaration ac- 
knowledging and accepting the sovereignty 
and authority’ of the United States in the 
Philippine Islands. 

This privilege was extended without res- 
ervation, except that persons who violated 
the laws of war during the period of active 
hostilities are not embraced within the scope 
of this amnesty. All who desired to take ad- 
vantage of these terms were requested to 
present themselves to the commanding offi- 


jent station, who would receive them with 
the due consideration according to rank, 
make provision for their immediate wants. 
prepare the necessary records, and permit 
each individual to proceed to any part of the 
archipelago, according to his own wishes, 
for which purpose the United States fur- 
nishes such transportation as may be avafi- 


able. 
_ Extended Until May 1. 


The period in which those who wished to 
take advantage of this offer expires on Mon- 
day. Inasmuch as Aguinaldo has been cap- 
tured, and as it is likeiy that he will use 
his influence with his followers to lay down 
their arms, it has been extended unti] May 
1. Other inducements have also been of. 
fered the rebels. Those who surrender and 
take the oath will be granted the privilege 
of holding office where their services are 
needed. 

While Secretary Root deciines to discuss 
the instructions sent to General MacArthur 
In regard to the disposition of Aguinaldo, 
‘it Is not believed the rebel captive will be 
released immediately, notwithstanding the 
prociamation of amnesty and the promise of 
release upon taking the oath. 
of the Cabinet has already said he would be 
kept where he can do no harm.

NATIVES JEBR AGUINALDO 


FILIPINOS IN MANILA GLAD THE 
LEADER IS A PRISONER. 


Business and Professional! Classes in the 
Philippine Capital, as Well as a Ma- 
jority of Those of the Lower Classes, 
Say Great Obstacle to Peace Has 
Been Removed—Captive Leader Well 
Supplied ,with Money — Continues 
Conferences with Ex-Rebels. 


MANILA, March 30.—In company with 
Colonel Vellia, his chief of staff, and Dr. 
Barcelona, ex-Treasurer of the Filipino gov- 
ernment, Aguinaldo occupies one of the best 
apartments of the Malacanang Palace. He 
spends much time seated by a barred window 
watching the boats passing up and down the 
Pasig River. 

This morning Aguinaldo was recognized by 
a crowd of natives going up the river in a 
The natives gazed at him a while 
in silence, dnd then began to jeer, calling him 
vile names in the Tagal language. The 
guards quieted the disturbance and Aguli- 
naldo ieft the window in disgust. 

Many Filipinos, inchuding both business and 
professional men in Manila, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the lower classes'and former 
insurgents, have been interviewed on the 
capture of Aguinaldo. The majority of the 
persons questioned were unfeignedly glad 
that Aguinaldo had been captured, and said 
they considered that the worst obstacle to 
the speedy pacification of the islands had 
been removed. Some men distrust Aguinaldo 
and advise his immediate deportation. Others 
believe he can render vast assistance by 
urging his countrymen to acquiesce to Ameri- 
can authority. All men agree that the out- 
look today is much brighter. 


Aguinaldo Closely Watched. 

Aguinaldo is closely watched by Captain 
Francis J. Kernan of the Second Infantry 
and Captain William L. Kenly of the First 
Artillery, members of General MacArthur's 
staff, Captain Benjamin H. Randolph, and 
Lieutenant Gilbert A. Youngberg of the 
Third Artillery, with five guards. 


The wife and mother of Aguinaldo, who 


have* been living at Binacayan, near old 
Cavite, have been granted permission to 
visit him. 


‘Well Supplied with Funds. 

Aguinaldo is well supplied with money and 
has ordered a supply of new clothes. He is 
careful of his personal appearance. He cele- 
brated his thirty-second birthday the day 
before he was captured. The birthday fes- 
tivities were prolonged, and only terminated 
upon the arrival of General Funston. 

Aguinaldo tries to read the American news- 
papers, and is anxious to learn the state of 
public opinion in the United States concern- 
ing Philippine affairs. He has again con- 
ferred with General Trias and the Chief Jus- 
tice, Arellano, but his future intentions have 
not been announced. i 


Difficult Problem in Mindanao. 
[SpeciaP Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

ZAMBOANGA, P. L, March 30.—The Phil- 
ippine commission is confronted with a diffi- 
cult problem in the establishment of a gov- 
ernment in the Island of Mindanao. Six 
hundred thousand Moros and Pagans in- 
habit the interior and a part of the coast. 
The former, being subjects of the Sultan, do 
not desire and say they will not accept a 
form of civil government, preferring to be 
represented by a Dato, or chief. 

On the other hand, the 200,000 F¥ipinos 
who inhabit the remainder of the coast, are 
urging the commission to give them a pro- 
vincial government. 

The commission learns that great poverty 
is prevalent on the island, and it has been 
pointed out to them that the distance be- 
tween towns would convenient co- 
operation of the people. For these reasons 


the commission has resolved ngt to disturb . 


the organization of the Moros, and it wil} 
not organize a government in Zamboanga 
for the present, deferring tts decision as to 
the proper form of government until it has 
visited other cities of the island. These cities 
will probably be consolidated into provinces, 
Army officers advocate a military govern- 
ment as being most suitable under present 
conditions. 
France Rewards an American. 

PARIS, March 30.—The French govern- 
ment has bestowed a colonial decoration on 
Captain Wy E, Horton, U. 8. A., who found 
and. brought back to Manila the body of 
Baron Dumarais. 

In April, 1889, prominent citizens and meré 
chants of Manila united in a petition to 
Aguinaldo requesting him to release the 
Spanish prisoners of war. The petition was 
delivered to Aguinaldo by Baron Dumarais, 
a French nobleman. While returning from 
his mission he was murdered. Every effort 
made to locate and recover the body failed 
till the search was undertaken by Captain 
Horton, who found the remains 


RUSSIA STILL SUSPECTED, 


INTENTIONS REGARDING CHINA 
NOT CLEARLY EXPLAINED. 


Washington Official Conversant with 
Situation Declares There Must Be 
Unfair Purpose in Treaty Which Re- 
strains Russians from Making Its 
Terms Known—England, Germany, 
and Japan Said to Have Given Notice 
of Intention to Partition, 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special. ]— 
Suspicion that Russia has ulterior motives 
in negotiating the secret treaty with China 
is becoming stronger every day, and in diplo- 
matic circles the belief is growing that Russia 
intends to take permanent possession of 
Manchuria. Notwithstanding the assurances 
from Russia that it does not propose to hold 
Manchuria permanently, the fact that a 
secret treaty has been negotiated.and that 


Russia has declined to make known its con- 
tents, tends to create the suspicion that Rus- 
sia is not acting in good faith when it as- 
sures the powers interested in China that 
Manchuria will be under Russian control only 


| temporarily. 


An official of the government who has kept 
in close touch with the situation, in discussing 
the action of Russia in trying to force 
China to sign a secret treaty against the will 
of the latter government was rather severe 
in his criticism of conventions of this char- 
acter. He intimated the reason Russia did 
not make public the treaty was that it con- 
tained a clause ceding Manchuria to Russia 
permanently, instead of temporarily, as is 
claimed. 


Must Have Motive for Secrecy. 

If the treaty contained a clause giving 
Russia temporary control of Manchuria, that 
government had nothing td conceal, and it 
would do neither Russia nor China any in- 
jury to send the treaty to Pekin, where it 
could be laid before the representatives of 
all the powers, so that they could see ex- 
actly what its contents were. There can be 
no possible objection to Russia protecting its 
great railway, and, according to this official, 
if the secret treaty contains provisions of 
this character the powers would not object. 
There is reason to believe all int@rested tn 
China would sign the treaty, so as to make 
it more binding as a guarantee that China and 
Russia would keep faith with each other and 
the world. 


Treaty May Never Be Signed. 

This official believes it will be found con- 
venient to postpone indefinitely the signing 
of the treaty and, in fact, thinks it will never 
become effective. He does not believe Rus- 
sia would risk a war in forcing China to be- 
come an unwilling party to a treaty which 
deprives the latter country of a large por- 
tion of its territory. 

The influence of the United States has been 
used to prevent the signing of the treaty. 
China has been warned of the danger of. 
signing fhe treaty, and, while the United 
States cannot with propriety suggest that 
this convention be taken to Pekin and have 
its contents made known, it has done all Ip 
this direction that is possible. 


Three Powers Make Declarations. 

VIENNA, March 30.—The Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, a newspaper which is in close touch 
with the Austrian Foreign office, publishes 
the following note today: 

“ England, Germany, and Japan have pre- 
sented identical notes to Russia and China 
warning them that the signing of the Man- 
churian agreement will involve the partition 
of China. This combined action deters Rus- 
sia from insisting on the signature of the 
agreement. France, while declining to co- 
operate with England, Germany, and Japan, 
has intimated to Russia that she would re- 
gard the conclusion of the Manchurian 
treaty as an unfriendly act.” 


No Confidence in Russia. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, March 30.—The far Eastern sit- 
uation continues an enigma to all European 
observers. Russia’s apparent withdrawal or 
modification of her demands quite falls to 
restore confidence in an amicable settlement 
of the problem. It is pointed out with 
melancholy truth by one English writer that 
trifling with the Anglo-Russian Incident at 
the Tien Tsin railway siding will probably 
cost Great Britain at least £20,000,000 
in hard cash. It was the news of this in- 
cident and the possibility of a conflict be- 
tween Russia and Great Britain, it is now 
learned, which caused Botha’s rejection of 
General Kitchener’s peace terms. 


Russian Ships at Chemulpo. 
BERLIN, March 30.—A dispatch received 
here from Seoul, Corea, says that two Rus- 
sian warships arrived at Chemulpo today. 
This visit had been arranged for some time.

Comedian Passes Away After 
Many Months of Most 
Severe Illness. 


HIS: BRAVE FIGHT VAIN. 


Third Operation for Cancer Finds 
the Player Too Weak to 
Recover Strength. 


SKETCH OF LONG. CAREER 


New York, March 80.—Roland Reed, the 
actor, died in this city today at the home of 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Rush. At his bed- 
side were his daughter, Miss Florence Reed, 
and Mrs. Rash. The wife was in Phila- 
delphia, but on receipt of a telegraphic mes- 
‘sage she started at once for this city. 

The actor’s death was caused by cancer 
of the stomach, from which he had been 
suffering for some time,and for the ameliora- 
tion of which he submitted to three opera- 
tions. The actor for the last twenty-four 
hours was in a state of coma. His death 
was peaceful. Dr. Robinson, his physician, 
was in/attendance upon him an hour before 
his death. 

It was announced at the Players’ club to- 
night that Mr. Reed would be buried under 
the direction of Edwin Forest lodge, Actors’ 
Order of Friendship. His remains will be 
placed temporarily in a vault in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. The pallbearers will be Frank

Opera-House in 1885. 

He was born in Philadelphia on June 18, 
1852. His father was employed about Mrs. 
John Drew’s Arch Street Theater, and it 
was through the interest of Mrs. Drew that 
the lad came upon the stage. He was in 
turn stage doortender, usher at ‘the front of 
the house, stage prompter, and juvenile util- 
ity personage in the company. In 1870 he 
went over to the Walnut Street Theater, 
and a season later became the first comedian 
of the company at that house. In the seven 
years following he occupied similar posts 
at Bidwell’s Academy of Music, New Or- 
leans; the Olympic Theater, St. Louis; John 
Elisler’s Academy of Music, Cleveland; and 
at McVicker’s Theater. At the last named 
theater he played the comedy roles in many 
Shakspearean plays in support of Edwin 
Booth. 

First Tour as Star a Failure. 


He left the Chicago company to become the 
comedian of the Colville Folly company, a 
foremost extravaganza of the time.

A CHANGE AT JAIL. 


GRAND JURY WANTS THECOUNTY 
TO FEED PRISONERS. 


Report Holds 25 Cents Per Day Is Too 
Much to Pay Sheriff for Feeding 
Each Inmate—Recommends More 
Care in Admitting Applicants to In- 
stitutions, or New Buildings Will Be 
Required—Returns an Indictment 


Against Mrs. Crittie Thomas, ; 


The March grand jury, in its final report 
to Judge Tuley, yesterday, recommended 
that the county feed the prisoners at the 
County Jail instead of leaving it to the 
Sheriff to supply the prisoners at 25 cents 
per day. This system is followed at all 
the other county institutions, and, the jury 
holds, saves thousands of dollars to the tax- 
payers. The report says: 

“ The jury suggests that more satisfactory 


of thousands of dollars annually, would be 
obtained by the adoption of the system of 
feeding inmates now in vogue at Dunning.”’ 

At Dunning the inmates eat from tables, 
while at the County Jail prisoners are served 
in plates in their cells. The report was a 
trifle vague, and the jury was asked for an 
explanation. 


Amberg Calls It a Perquisite. 

“At the Dunning institutions the supplies 
are furnished by the county,” said Foreman 
William A. Amberg. ‘‘ They are purchased 
in the open market in large quantities and 
at relatively low prices. At the County Jail 
the dieting of prisoners is a perquisite of 
the office of the Sheriff, who gets 25 cents a 
Gay for each prisoner.” The jury’s criticism 
is directed at that system, and its recom- 
mendation is that the system of the county 
furnishing the food, in vogue at the Dun- 
a be adopted in the County 

Besides criticising the County Jail service, 
the jury called attention to the crowded con- 
dition of county institutions and recom- 
mended that more care be taken in admit- 
ting applicants, so non-residents may not 
be forced upon the county. 


More Buildings or More Carg. 

“The jury believes that the buildings are 
taxed beyond their proper capacity to care 
for the present inmates,’ said the report, 
*‘and further, that a number of the inmates 
were not bona fide residents of Cook County 
at the time of theircommitment. The jurors 
believe that the alternative now is presented 
of additional buildings or a more rigid ex- 
amination into the eligibility of candidates 
for admission, and a consequent denial when 
the applicant is found wanting.” , . 

The jury commended Superintendent A. N. 
Lange for the condition of the Dunning build- 
ings and of their inmates. The half page de- 
voted to the County Jail was taken up largely 
with a comparison of the system of dieting 
with that in vogue at Dunning. The work of 
the jury for the term was: 

Cases heard, 327; true bills found, 228; not 
true bills found, 92; cases passed to the next 
jury, 7. 

Among the cases passed to the next jury 
was the charge of President Newell Knight 
of the Four-Mile league in Evanston that 
town officers in the Town of Niles had been 
allowing saloons to operate and had collected 
from the saloonkeepers contributions to the 
road fund of the town. 


Indict Mrs. Crittie Thomas. 


Before adjourning the jury voted a true 
bill, charging perjury against Mrs. Crittie 
D. Thomas, widow of the late John W. E. 
Thomas, colored legislator and author of 
the civil rights bill. Mrs. Thomasis charged 
with making a false schedule of personal 
property before the Board of Assessors. She 
is accused of having testified before the As- 
sessors that her cash on hand was $4,000 and 
then with testifying before the Probate 
Court that she had about $15,000 on hand. 


NEW MEN TAKE EVENING POST. 


Company Headed by J. C. Shaffer of Ev- 
anston Buys the Paper from 
H. H. Kohisaat. 


The Chicago Evening Post, which H. H. 
Kohlsaat has conducted in connection with 
the Times-Herald, was sold yesterday to 
J. C. Shaffer, who will issue it in “ tabloid ”’ 
form, after the ideas of Editor Alfred Harms- 
worth, beginning tomorrow. Samuel 
Glover, who has been managing editor of the 
paper under Mr. Kohisaat, will continue in 
charge of the editorial part of the paper. 

According to plans outlined by Mr. Shaffer 
the Post hereafter will be issued without 
illustrations, except for those in the art 
supplement. It will be of the present size 
of the Post, except that the folding will be 
done in the opposite way, giving a long, nar- 
row page. The usual departments of news 
will be retained, and in other respects the 

will not change from its present char- 
acter. It will be independent in politics, Mr. 
Shaffer said, with a leaning to the Republican 
party, because the managers of the paper 
believe that party to be the best one just 
now. 

For the present the paper will be printed 
on the Journal presses, until suitable press 
facilities can be prepared in the Times-Her- 
ald Building.

Probable Cost This Year. 


Lovers of the Easter lly wil) have to pay 
dearly for that flower this spring. The pres- 
ent outlook is that the price will advance 25 
per cent over last year, when the price ad- 
vanced 15 per cent. The reason given by the 
florists at one of their most profitable sea- 
sons for all this Hes in the rapid growth of 
a disease which threatens the extinction of 
the lily. 

For several years the bulbs, which are 
grown in Bermuda and Japan, have been af- 
flicted with a white mite that elther kille 
the vitality or blights the plants when ready 
to flower. The imports from Bermuda con- 
tain from 10 to 50 per cent of diseased bulbs, 
and those from Japan from 10 to 20 per 
cent, according to the flower dealers. 

Until recently the Easter Lily, especially 
when in bloom, has come largely from Ber- 
muda. Since the failure of the flower in that 
island it has become necessary to get most 
of the supply from Japan, and hence the 
increased cost, 


Disease First in Bermuda. 

The disease was first discovered four years 
ago in Bermuda. Florists made every effort 
to check the growth of the disease, and 
while they were fighting it with little success 
the mite appeared tn the Japan importations. 
Several possible causes were then looked 
into more closely, and now it is generally 
believed that the overworking of the soil 
ls the basis of the trouble. 

Over 4,000,000 bulbs were brought into the 
country last year, and of these 60 per cent 
will be used for Baster sales. In the years 
gone by the smaller florists could raise the 
plants, for the Bermuda bulb grows readily, 
but the Japan lily requires such careful care 
that few have greenhouses fit for the work, 
and must pay a middleman’s profit. Fre- 
quently the lily demands suddenly increased 
temperature,.and this is impossible where 
other plants are in the same apartment. 

Resulting from these causes came a rise 
in price of 15 per cent last year, and a pros- 
pective rise of 25 per cent this year. 


Costly Blossoms This Year. 


Dealers say that«the flowers this year will 
cost 25 cents for a blossom and a bud, which 
means that the plants will sometimes cost 
$4 apiece. The bulbs cost from five to 40 
cents wholesale, which, with the care re- 
quired and the loss from disease, the dealers 
say leaves them little or no profit. It is 
estimated that 50,000 plants will be sold in 
Chicago this year and that the florists wil} 
need 75,000 bulbs to supply them. 

Several attempts have been made to grow 
the bulb fn this country, but all have failed. 
Holland entered the market for’ a time, but 
the plants’ were too long maturing.

ANTI-TRUST SUITS IN KANSAS. 


Proceedings Instituted Against Fifty- 
nine Insurance Companies in To- 
peka Under Law of 1897. 


Topeka, Kas., March 30.—County Attorney 
Nichols brought suit in the District Court 
today against fifty-nine insurance com- 
panies doing business in Topeka to prose- 
cute them under the anti-trust laws of 1897. 
The companies are all known as “ union com- 
panies” and the petition names them as 
subscribers of the rate book issued by the 
Eldridge Inspection bureau. 

If judgment is recovered against them 
each company will be liable to a penalty of

CHIEF TAKES UP CASE. 


On Demand from Civil Service 
Commission He Agrees 
to Investigate. 


TRIAL BY BOARD CERTAIN. 


Inspector Max Heidelmeier, {t is expected, 
will be given a temporary release from police 
éuties on the North Side, and the release 
may become permanent if the cherges 
a@gainst him be sustained. Chief of Police 
Kipley became “ officially informed” yes- 
terday that Heidelmeiér was under accusa- 
tion of intoxication, disorderly conduct, and 
assault and battery. After a half hour’s 
interview with the Civil Service Commis- 
- gloners the Chief yesterday announced that 
he was about to undertake a preliminary in- 
vestigation of the charges. 

As the evidence against Heidelmeier is re- 
garded sufficient for his trial, the Chief will 
not be able to avoid suspending him pend- 
dn@ the investigation by the Civil Service 
commission. The queston will be one for 
consideration after the electon, however, as 
the delays which.have arisen from the 
“‘ official ignorance” of the circum- 
etances have prevented the commission from 
reaching the case. The Chief's personal in- 
vestigation also will require some additional 
time, so that the matter will not be laid be- 
fore the commission until after the election. 


Chief Finds Request for Charges. 
‘The Chief found on his desk yesterday the 
request of the commission that he forward 
charges against the inspector. He also re- 
ceived notice that the commissioners desired 
to talk with him about the matter. After 
the conference the Chief was given the priv- 
jlege of satisfying himself that the charges 
against Heidelmeier had sufficient basis to 
warrant trial. The commissioners at the 
game time informed the Chief that if he did 
mot act in the matter they would take the 
case out of his hands and make a test of 
their right to try an appointee without the 
aid of the head of the department. 

After the Chief had thought it over fora 
while he sent the following communication 
back tothe commission: . 

Chicago, March 30, 1901.—To the Honorable the 
Civil Service Commission, City of Chicago—Gentle- 
men: Your favor of even date inclosing a copy of 
the complaint of Lena Lingenheld against Max 
Heidelmeier, inspector of the Fifth Division, cop- 
taining request that I make report on the same to 
your honorable body and prefer charges, just re- 
cefved. In reply I beg to state that I am now 
causing a thorough investigation to be made of this 
complaint and will submit a report to your honor- 
able body as soon as possible, and I will, if the 
facts justify me, suspend the officer and prefer

Willing to Give Chief a Chance. 


Some knowletige of Chief Kipley’s ‘‘ thor- 
Ovgh investigations’ has produced the be- 
lief that there are other speedier methods 
of reaching results, but the commissioners 
professed themselves satisfied with his in- 
tentions, providing he did not take too long 
to satisfy himself. 

“The head of a department has a right to 
know something about. the charges made 
against one of his subordinates,”’ said Com- , 
missioner Ela, ‘‘and it is natural that he 
should be desirous of satisfying himself con- 
cerning them .before he signs them. In this 
Case we think that Chief Kipley has had 
enough time to find out about the charges.

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PAY FOR SIDEWALKS 


CITY A LARGE sUM. 


Interest on Outstanding Debts of This 
Class Now Amounts ta More than 
Annual Repair Bill—Like Total 
Spent Before Suits Would Have 
Saved Principal —Figures Taken 
from Controller Kerfoot’s Report— 
Answer to Judah’s Statement. 


In paying damages to persons who have 
rallen through broken viaducts, or who have 
sustained injuries on dilapidated sidewalks, 
the city spends annually a sum twice as large 
as it spends to put the thoroughfares in con- 
dition to prevent these accidents. This is 
shown in the annual report of the City Con- 
troller, issued yesterday, substantiating the 
contention that the amount paid as interest 
on judgments would have prevented the ac- 
cidents if it had been used in repairs. 

The comparison shows the following: 

Paid on judgments........ 
Paid for specific 

The interest on $2,975,205 of unpaid judg- 
ments amounted to $148,760, which is more 
than was paid for the repairs specified in the 
report. Aside from the sums spent accord- 
ing to specific appropriation some small ex- 
penditures for repairs are included in the 
amount of $1,413,000 for street cleaning. 

It has been charged against the city ad- 
ministration that if a system had been used 
by which the need of repairs could be report- 
ed to the Street department at first the 
money which .now is used in paying interest 
on the judgments for damages would have 
been sufficient to make the repairs and pre- 
vent the accidents. 

The Controller’s report shows the fol- 
lowing unpaid judgments against the city: 


United States District Court...... Rives 8,507 
United States Circuit Court. «......... e 24,312 


These amounts represent the sums due on 
1,516 separate judgments which citizens hold 
against the city as the result of injuries 
caused in a large part by the failure of the 
city to repair sidewalks and viaducts or 
bridges. 


Police and Firemen’s Pension Fund. 


The report also shows the condition of the 
police and firemen’s funl, concerning which 
Controller Kerfoot yesterday issued a state- 
ment in reply to “‘ campaign falsehoods in 
regard to the financial management of the 
city.”” The statement shows that there: is a 
balance of $77,703 to the credit of the fire- 
men’s fun@ and $60,608 to the credit of the 
police fund.’ What Controller Kerfoot is- 
sued was a statement in reply to Noble B. 
Judah, in which he said: 

One of the grossest misstatements given out by 
Mr. Judah is.that in regard to the police and 
firemen’s pension fund, in which he speaks vf 
‘*the disappearance of the widows and orphans’ 
fund, which was created as a sacred trust fund 
for the families of deceased policemen and fire- 
men.’’ In 1895, when Mr. Judah was an Alder- 
man, the city owed the police and firemen’s fund 
$215,886, as appears from the Controller's report 
of that year. In 1806, Mr. Judah still being an 
Alderman, the city owed these pension funds the 
sum of $192,248. There was not one cent in either 
fund. There shortages have been made up and 
paid in full during Harrison's administration, and 
the illegal custom prevailing prior to his admin- 
istration ‘of retaining in the general fund the 
amounts payable to pengioners was stopped. 

The Civil Service commission has ordered 
the pay of three clerks in the Controller’s 
office stopped. They were certified to the 
office some time ago by mistake.

Griffin Pleads for Purity. 

'“ The trouble lies not in the multiplicity 
of governmental functions,” said F. J. Grif- 
fin, delegate from Proviso, in speaking 
against the amendment, “ but in the large 
number of offices forced upon the people by 
politicians. It is useless to concentrate all 
departments of government into that of the 
city, as that would be merely to turn out 
one set of officials and to install another. 
It is the administration of the offices of,the 
law that is at fault, not the law itself.”" -. ; 


Mecartney Urges Consolidation. 

“No one disputes that the trouble lies 
greatly with the administration of offices,” 
said H. 8. Mecartney, attorney for the Civic 
federation, in urging the approval of ghe 
amendment, ‘‘ but if the people were perfect 
they could live as well under the rule of a 
Czar as under any other government. A bad 
system of government tends'to depress the 
morals of the people, and that is how corrup- 
tion creeps into offices. The best thing to do 
is to obtain a better system and then politics 
will be elevated to a much higher plane. It 
is the duty of the federation to help to eradi- 
cate the evil by obtaining a better system.” 

‘The original proposition by the Civic fed- 
eration was for the consolidation of city and 
county functions. The amendment to in- 
clude: township, park, and ‘sanitary districts 
aroused the opposition of the towns and was 
discussed yesterday for the first time. 

Lake Stays in Limits. 

The annual meeting of the Town of Lake 
board was held yesterday afternoon.

Receipts Have a Phenomengj 
Growth and More Men Are 
in the Service. | 


COYNE IN CHARGE TONIGHT, 


Chartes U. Gordon, for four years {ip 
of the Chicago postoffice, will retirg at mia. 
night tonight and Frederick E. Coyne pin 
assume charge of the office. Pre 
his retirement, Postmaster Gordon has pre- 
pared a statement which contains some as. 
tonishing figures. It is shown that the 
growth of business has been phenomenal 
and inasmuch as the postoffice is a mirror of 
the city’s greatness the figures réflect Chi. 
cago’s rapidly expanding commercial growth 
in a way more comprehensive, perhaps, than 
could any other ‘showing. 

To start with, the Chicago postoffice is a 
moneymaker. During Postmaster Gordon's 
four years of incumbency the,fotal receipts 
of the office were $24,574,172; the total ex- 
penses, $9,867,650, leaving. a surplus of $14... 
406,522 to the credit of the government. The 
expenses were, therefore, 39.74 per cent of 
the receipts. 

The receipts for the calendar year ending 
on Dee. 31, 1900, were $7,048,816, an increaze 
of $700,000 over the previous year and nearly 
double what they. were in 1891. It is esit. 
mated that during the last four years 138,60) 
tons of matter have been handled in the mail. 
ing division of the office. Only one error is 
recorded for every 15,342 pieces of maf 
handled. 

Immense Sums Handled. | 

During the year 1900 the money -handjed 
by the Postoffice and its substations reached 
_a total of nearly $38,006,000. In‘ the'meney 
order service alone the different transactions 
involve accounts covering nearly $14,000,009, 
All of this comes under the attention of the 
auditor and his six assistants. ¥ 
‘As an innovation a physician has been ap- 
pointed for. the office, and during: the last 
year he has been consulted in 1,400:cases, 
besides making physical examinations of 521 
men who were about to enter the service. 

During the first year of Mr. Gordon's ad- 

ministration the carrier service’ was 
strengthened by the addition of fifty-two men 
| and the free delivery service was extended to 
an additional territory of twenty-eight 
square miles. 
“In July, 1899, South Water Street Station 
was made a receiving station and in Noyem- 
ber of the same year Monadnock Station was 
raised to the same rank. In the latter branch 
the sale of stamps during 1900 amounted tc 
$609,297 ; 31,163 pieces of mail were registered 
and: 20,737 money orders were issued. On 
April 1, 1900, the Austin Postoffice was con- 
solidated with the Postoffice of Chicago and 
named Austin Station. The whole area of-the 
City of Chicago now tis included in the free 
delivery system. 
The number of carrier stations has been 
increased.to 46, that of substations from 14 
to 156. The number of carriers now employed 
fn Chicago is-1,317, of whom 2h2,are assigned 
to the collection service. The last additionte 
the collectors’ force was madé in October, 
899, when 32 additional n were assigned 
to duty and 28 horse hire allowances added. 
Eighteen of these men were assigned to the 
down-town district, and the collections in the 
city proper increased from 18 to 26 daily. 
Between 6:30 a. m. and 11 p. m. a collectian 
is made every thirty-five minutes. Since 
Oct. 1, 1900, 445 new mail boxes have been 
placed in the down-town district. 

Special Delivery Increase. 
The special delivery service was reorgan- 
ized in April, 1898, with eleven. messengers. 
At the ciose of 1898 there were seventy-seven 
boys at werk, who handled 245,172 pieces. 
At the close of 1900 there were 106 special 
delivery messengers, wha handled 356,654 let- 
ters during that year. 

The efficiency of the registry devision was 
greatly promoted by the system which per 
mits the registry of letters and packages 
with carriers. During the year 1895 the 
registry division .of the posteffice handled 
3,364,239 pieces of mail, during the-year 0 
4,980,361 pieces,.an increase of about @8 per 
cent. 

The principal places to be filled by Mr 
Coyne are assistant postmaster, cashier, phy- 
sician, auditor, two finance clerks, and prr 
vate secretary. No changes are expected far 
some little time.

Decorous satisfaction has been ex- 
pressed over the clear and frank statements 
of Lansdowne about the Tien Tsin railway 
@isturbance and the Manchurian intrigue, 
the limits of the Anglo-German agreement, 
and such like, but we do not care much 
about it, and the old readiness to fly intoa 
rage whenever Russia is mentioned has, for 
the time being, completely gone. 

Our interests are small in Manchuria, and 
we shall not quarrel with Russia should it 
fail to wrench that territory away from the 
Chinese Empire. Japan is said to be medi- 
tating a formulation of demands of her own. 
and many of her hotbloods contemplate a 
fight with Russia to secure her own position 
as the dominant power in Japanese seas, in 
Corea, and perhaps elsewhere in China. Only 
one indication is plain amid the confusion. 


The powers are drifting, and the fine lan- . 


guage of brotherly unity and singleness of 
aim which gratified us so much last year no 
longer flows with the same readiness. It 
Will soon be every man for his own hand,- 
and what that may portend, not merely in 
China but in Europe, I should not like to 
attempt to forecast. 


Ministers Made Stupid Blunder. 

Our Ministers have really no time to look 
after the interests of the empire so far 
away. They are either absorbed in the con- 
templation of their own superlative quali- 
ties of statesmanship, or so busy reor- 
| @anizing the army and increasing the navy 
on paper, in making imperialist speeches, 
or dining and giving dinners, that the world 
and ite statesmen are pretty well allowed 
to run riot for all our governing oligarchy 
seems to care. It not even has been able 
to keep its own feet out of a puddle that 
might be extremely troublesome. 

It seems that by the Queen's death all of- 


fices under the crown became vacant, and 


that the Ministers should have resigned, and 
those of them in the House of Commons 
should have sought reéiection in order to 
regularize their position. They did nothing 
and have already by illegal votes incurred 
penalties which some wags put as high as 
£500,000 in consequence of their negiect. 
An indemnity bill, therefore, is to be hur- 
ried through Parliament to set this right 
and to prevent a recurrence of such dan- 
ger as the mere consequence of self-absorp- 
tion of obliviousness. But is not the story a 
niée commentary upon the happy-go-lucky 
fashion in which we hurtle along? 


Lord Grey, Under Whose Great-Grand- 
father the Traitor Served, Dis- 
covers Relic of Revolution. 


LONDON, March 80.—The diary of Major 
Andre, “after lying hidden for a hundred 
years, has been discovered in England. This 
interesting find was made by Lord Grey 
the other day, while he was going over a 
lot of old family papers, which probably 
had not been disturbed since the conclusion 
of the American war of independence. 

Lord Grey’s great-grandfather was a com- 
mander of British troops in America at that 
time, and Andre served on his staff, and 
this accounts for the diary being in the 
possession of the present peer. The diary 
is apparently the original, but in order to 
make sure it is not a copy, Lord Grey is 
sending over to the United States to secure 
samples of Andre’s handwriting, none of 
which can be obtained here. 

The diary is a story of the campaign, day. 
by day, during the years, 1777-1778. It is 


simply but interestingly told from the sol-— 


_ @ier’s standpoint, and is accompanied by 
maps, apparently drawn by Andre himself, 
and with a skill that would make him the 
equal of any military bhydrographer of today. 

The diary ceases too early to throw new 
light upon the motives which prompted the 
trapic ending of his career, but it gives in- 
teresting glimpses of the personality of one 
of the historic figures of the revolution.

M. Sipiaguine was disposed to exculpate 
Lieutenant General Kleigle, Prefect of the 
St. Petersburg police, until the imperial 
council on the Tuesday after the great riot 
reported adversely to the Czar. Prince 
Viasemski, a member of the imperial coun- 
cil, who was an eye-witness of the rioting, 
won over the council in an excellent speech. 
It is understood now that his resignation, 


against the conduct of the police, has not 
been accepted. M. Sipiaguine’s latest procla- 
mation adopted the point of view of the im- 
perial council. 

A week after it had been issued a report 
was sent to the Czar by the Grand Duke 
Michael, President of the imperial council, 
whereupon his Majesty pertinently demand- 
ed, according to good authority, what M. 
Sipiaguine, who is head of the police, had 
‘done to forestall the troubles. Some people 
even hold that police agents provoked the 
affair. 

The publication of the petition of twenty- 
eight professors to the Czar in an English 
paper has been the means of bringing the pe- 
tition before the Czar, as the Czarina reads 
the paper referred to regularly. Eight pro- 
fessors of the St. Petersburg University, 
three of the Moscow University, three of the 
Mining Academy, and five of the Engineer- 
ing Institute signed this appeal, which was 
for more liberal university and political in- 
stitutions.

PARIS, March 18.—Joseph Reinach, who 
figured so prominently in the Dreyfus case, 
has just published a book describing the 
entire affair from beginning to end, making 
public a series of intensely interesting inci- 
dents relating directly or indirectly to the 
case. 

“The History of the Dreyfus Case’’ is the 
titie of the book, and the author has appar- 
ently made a hard struggle to be fair. He 
treats the subject as if describing a judiciary 
episode in the time of the Greeks or Romans, 
deserving credit for the struggle he has evi- 
dently made to be impartial and tell the 
truth. 

The recital of the history of the extraor- 
dinary affair, the Dreyfus case, as it will 
always be considered, under Joseph Reinach’'s 
hand becomes a thrilling narrative, holding 
the readers’ full interest throughout. The 
story opens with a portrait of General Mer- 
cier. His nomination to the post of Minister 
of War, says Reinach, was received with en- 
thusiasm by the officers in the army. 


Soldier, Not a Politician. 

Here was a soldier, not a politician; a man 
who was unknown in Parliament. The first 
day he sat on the ministerial“bench he did 
not know ten Deputies in the Chamber. He 
was polite, reserved, and, one felt, energetic. 
He followed the debates in the Chamber 
with attention but with marked astonish- 
ment. On the day when the Anarchist, 
Vaillant, threw the bomb in the Chamber 
a nail in it fell on his bench. He quietly 
picked it up in the midst of the smoke and 
noise with a movement noticeable in his 
face.

Army Spy Service. 

The army spy service next receives the 
authkor’s attention. He says: ‘* The poor 
spy serivice had been bitterly reproached 
by the army staff of theempire, the Prussian 
victories having been falsely attributed to 
the excellence of the Prussian spy system. 
The new general staff of the republic desired 
to follow the example of Germany.” 

General de Miribel developed and organ- 
ized an excellent service. Ruses of all sorts 
were the essential parts of the system. 
Colonel Sandherr and Colonel Cordier expect- 
ed' great results from it. They had installed 
an agent at Brussels named Lajoux, who 
became the friend of a German agent named 
Richard Cuers, from whom he was supposed 
to obtain information by giving false in- 
formation made up in the offices of the War 
department. 

There was a whole cabinet full of false 
routes and mobilization plans. Even false 
guns and bad ammunition were fabricated. 
A strict account of the workings of this 
manufacture of forgeries ang the fabrica- 
tion of new arms meant to deceive the for- 
eign powers was kept. This costly ma- 
chine, as Reinach terms it, had other re- 
sources. Colonel Sandherr had gorrupted a 
servant at the German Embassy, who got 
in the good graces of the Countess de Mun- 
ster. the Ambassador's daughter, and 
through her the War office came into posses- 
sion of endless pieces of paper gathered in 
scrap baskets by the faithless spy. 


Development of the Plot. 

In this nest of spies each suspected his 
neighbor of treason. The servant employed 
at the German Embassy to steal the con- 
tents of the waste baskets used to give her 
finds to a man named Brucker, who was 
finally suspected of giving his information 
to Schwartzkoppen. So it finally devolved on 
the servant herself to carry her discoveries 
personally to the War office.

Bartet on Dramatic Art. 

Mme. Bartet, the celebrated French 
actress, who replaced Sarah Bernhardt at 
the Comédie Francaise, has just published 
a “Talk on Dramatic Art,” of much in- 
terest to all young aspirants to the stage, 
and of even deeper interest to lovers of the 
‘dramatic art and to women in particular. 

“The principal means of expression in 
dramatic art,” says Mme. Bartet, “is dic- 
tion. There are two elements in diction, 
one material, mechanical, physical, the ar- 
ticulation, and the manipulation of the voice. 
One can learn to articulate as one can learn 
Symnastics. It is a trade, nothing more. 

“The other element is, on the contrary, 
more difficult to obtain in dietion. It is in- 
telligence and sentiment. It consists in 
making the listener penetrate into the real 
meaning of the work interpreted, feeling the 
rhythm of the verse because the accent is 
properly placed on the words where it'should 
be, and thus: color, relief, life are given the 
written thought. 

“ Diction therefore exceeds the sense gen- 
erally given. It consists in the art not only 
sf declaiming but of expressing, interpret- 
ng. 

“The essential quality of diction as I 
thus define it is natural effort and variety. 
Should one speak in the same voice on the 
stage as under ordinary circumstances? 
This is a question that has been much dis- 
cussed. 

“I do not, however, believe it possible to 
use the same intonation on the stage as in 
real life, but there should be no pompous 
exaggeration, the necessary accentuation 
and modification of tone, nothing more. 
Upon the diction depends the artist’s power 
of initiating the spectators {nto the spirit of 
the work represented.” 

Costume the celebrated actress considers 
an exceedingly necessary adjunct, but hopes 
women on the stage as well as women in pri- 
vate life will not adopt too masculine-like 
attire. Women of the present day when they 
walk have too much of the “ toc-toc”’ ahd 
not enough “ frou-frou ” about their skirts.

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EXCITING EXERCISE IN RUSSIAN ARMY. 


A new exercise in the Russian army is the charging of intrenchments defended by 
fae-stuffed dummies mounted on rockers. The men are hrought toa point some hundred 


yards from the intrenchments, where they begin a cautious advance on the enemy. As 
they near the earthworks a sharp order to charge is given, and the men, bringing 
their fixed bayonets to a level, rush up the incline of the first intrenchment, where the 
bloodless but exciting work of bayoneting and butting the -oscillating dummies is 


begun. 


Barthwork after earthwork is captured in this manner, the officers standing on 


the ridges taking notes of the men's accuracy of aim, inclination to use bayonet or butt 


end of rifie at close quarters, etc. 


The force of the bayonet thrust or blow from the 


butt end of a rifie not infrequently knocks the dummy clear out of its frame and occa- 
sionally a charging soldier will find the tables turned when his wild rush and entangled 
bayonet overturns the rocking frame and brings it down upon him on the side-turn. 
The men soon become expert in their aim and quick in turning from bayonet to butt 


end, and enjoy the excitement of the exercise. 


After the several intrenchments have 


been cleared and open ground on the other side reached they fall into skirmish order 
ready to pour fire into the enemy's camp and cover the advance of the main body. 


‘GERMAN NEWSPAPERS CRITICISE 
HIS RECENT SPEECHES. 


Press Is Still Pazsling Over the Reasons 
for Emperor William's Pessimistic 
Talk and Insist That His Words Are 
Unwarranted by Facts — Some De- 

_elare They Are Indications of Men- 
tel Depression Occasioned by the 
Bremen Outrage. 


BERLIN, March 30.—Emperor William's 
speeches at the dedication of the new. bar- 
racks, near the imperial castle, of the Em- 
peror Alexander Grenadier Regiment, are 
still the sensation of the hour. The Vor- 
waérts today vouches for its sharpest ver- 
gion of his Majesty’s speech. The Ham- 
burg Correspondent also says that the 
version published by the Kreuz Zeitung is 
much milder than the Emperor's original 
words. 

The press is still puzzling over what caused 
Wmperor William recently to indulge in such 
pessimistic talk, and considers his words to 
be unwarranted by facts. They point out 
agiso that the Emperor's prediction, answer- 
ing a toast on Thursday night, to the effect 
that Germany would soon have to fight 
against overwhelming odds, is at variance 
with all the declarations of Count von Biilow, 
the Imperial Chancellor, who represents Ger- 
Many as surrounded by friends. 

The Vossische Zeitung and the Berliner 
Tagebiatt attribute the depression of the 
Himiperor, which inspired these speeches, to 
recent determining influences and “ frrespon- 
sible advisers.”’ 

The Vorwaerts is of- the opinion that the 
Emperor's speeches are momentary signs 
of mental depression occasioned by the 
Bremen outrage, which the Emperor con- 
tinues to attribute to a deep laid plan, in- 
stead of regarding it as the irresponsibie 
deed of an epileptic. 


Disapproval of the Press. 

Outside of Prussia the disapproval of the 
press, including the semi-official newspapers. 
of the Emperor’s sensational speeches is 
even greater. The comments of the Stutt- 
gart Schwaebische Mercur are to the effect 
thet the speeches are calculated to arouse 
widespread misunderstandings. The semi- 
omicial newspaper of Augsburg, the Abend 
Zeitiing. says the speeches fill every patriot 
with déep regret and fears for the future, 
and awakens the fear that the Bremen inci- 
dent has bred images in the Emperor's min! 
which are the product of an over-excited 
fancy. The Munich Neuvesten Nachrichten 
Says it is impossible to promote monarchical 
sentiments when the nation is systematical- 
ly misunderstood, insulted, and debased be- 
fore the world by its own Emperor. 


Alleges Plot Against Schools. 

In the House of Lords Professor Friedler, 
rector of the Charlottenburg Technical High 
Sehool, made a powerful speech against the 
Prussian Minister of Justice, Dr. Schien- 
etedt, charging him and the Prussian bu- 
reaucracy with trying to defeat again Em- 
peror William's school reform, favoring nat- 
ural sciences and modern languages against 
ancient languages and training in the present 
gymnasiums. The Minister weakly denied 


the charge. 


In Accord with America. 

Tt is stated on the best authority that, re- 
garding Chinese indemnity and the mode of 
apportioning it, there is no divergence of 
opinion between the United States and Ger- 
‘many, notwithstanding numerous statements 
to the contrary. The American Embassy and 
the German Foreign office hold almost daily 
conferences on the subject of China, hitherto 
always leading to mutual understanding. 


Social and Personal Gossip. 

Emperor William unveiled today monu- 
mente to the Great Elector, Frederick Will- 
jam, and to William the Great. Nothing un- 
usual occurred at the ceremony. 

At the féte held at the Russian Embassy 
here last Thursday there were 1,200 invited 
guests, among whom were the members of 
the American Embassy.

CANADA'S BOUNTY PLANS, 


NEW SHIP SUBSIDY SCHEME 
UNDER DISCUSSION. 


Idea Is to Attract More Trade to Cana- 
dian Ports and Help Out the Logan 
Revision of Preferential Tariff_s—Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier Chosen by Public 
Opinion for High Honors as Domin- 
ion Representative—Polar Explora- 
tion Plans. 


Ottawa, Canada, March 28.—[Correspond- 
ence. ]—Mr. Logan's resolution that the Brit- 
ish preferential tariff should henceforth 
apply only to goods brought into Canada 
through Canadian seaports is likely to be 
followed by another movement in the House 
along the same line which has not yet 
reached the order paper. It is proposed to 
move for tonnage bounties on all shipping 
landing in any Canadian port in cargo from 
any British port or any port in the empire, 
to be divided into three classes—the first for 
Canadian vessels, the next for any vessels 
other than Canadian carrying the British 
flag, and the third for ships of any nation- 
ality. 

The idea is that, with Mr, Logan’s resolu- 


+ tion to apply the preferential tariff only to 


cargo discharged in Canadian ports supple- 
mented with a tonnage bounty as above, a 
death blow will be dealt at the enormous 
Canadian ocean trade now done through 
- United States ports, 


More Honors in Store for Laurier. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s appointment as an 
Imperial Privy Councilor was cabled in a 
sRape calculated to mislead the unwary. 
The Premier of Canada was already a Priyy 
Councilor, but his appointment was made 
by the Queen. He has now been appointed 
Privy Councilor of the King. In this con- 
nection it might be mentioned that the 
changes in the British *‘ Court of Final Ap- 
peal’’ foreshadowed in the King’s speech 


at the opening of imperial Parlia- 
ment is understood to mean a re- 
vision, with special reference to Can- 


ada, Australasia, south Africa, and 
India. The Judicial committees of the Privy 
Council and the House of Lords, as Supreme 
Court of Appeal, are to be merged into one 
body, the mémbers of which will be mem- 
bers of the House of Lords, each of the great 
outlying divisions of the empire above named 
being represented. Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
been singled out’ by public opinion in Canada 
as the proper person to be selected to repre- 
sent the Dominion. 


Bernier’s Polar Plans Complete. 

Captain Bernier’s plans for the north pole 
expedition are now in complete shape for 
the consideration of the Cabinet. The Cap- 
tain aims at striking a course which may be 
roughly described as midway between that 
of the Fram and the stationary ice barrier 
that extends across the polar sea from north 
@f Alaska to the north of Greenland. His 
object is to enter the polar ice at a point 
whence winds and currents should, accord- 
ing to his calculations, bear him in an almost 
direct line to the north pole. It took the 
Fram over two years to drift from the Si- 
berian coast to Spitzbergen. Captain Ber- 
nier calculates it will take him three years 
to be gradually carried the longer voyage 
by the slowly moving ice to the open waters 
around Greenland and Spitzbergen. But 
he has satisfied himself the direction the 
ice takes under the pressure of the Siberian 
rivers and prevailing winds is fixed and un- 
changeable. He has only to strike the ever 
moving masses at the right place to be car- 
ried to the pole. 


Wants Spotters in Parliament. 

Mr. Jabel Robinson wants the electors to 
send spotters to Parliament to see that mem- 
bers attend to the duties they have been 
elected to perform. Mr. Robinson deals large- 
ly in original ideas. He is independent in 
politics, though sitting on the opposition side 
of the House. He is the President of the 
Dominion Grange and a firm believer in 
the destiny of the grangers of Canada to 
reform the abuses of the day. 


Charlton Stirs Tariff Issues. 


If John Chariton did not foreshadow a 
government policy for the Washington com- 
mission on the lumber question in his recent 
speech in the House he has at any rate 
stirred up public opinion to some purpose. 
The press generally, government and oppo- 
sition alike, is practically agreed with Mr. 
Chariton that the only way to get what 
Canadians consider fair treatment at Wash- 
ington is to impose Canadian duties on 
American lumber corresponding to United 
States duties on Canadian lumber. The 
prospects are, as Mr. Charlton claims, such 
a course would be approved by nineteen- 
twentieths of the Canadian pcople.

4s Result of His Observation of Schools 
Abroad Important Changes Are to Be 
Made in Department of Chicago Uni- 
versity — Intended to Fit Students 
for Business Lite, as Now Is Done 
for Professional Careers—Degree of 
Bachelor of Philosophy. 


Professor Henry Rand Hatfield of the Uni- 
yersity of Chicago, who left for a six months’ 
inspection of the commercial schools of Eu- 
rope, has returned to the university and will 
resume his work tomorrow. As a result of 
the trip he will introduce several innovations 
aed in a short time a prospectus of the new 
gepartment known as the College of Com- 
merce and Administration ’’ will be issued. 
Tie work in this department has never been 
Gompletely organized, but with the return 
of Professor Hatfield steps will be taken to 
bring it up to the standard of the European 
schools. 


Talks of His Trip. 

Dr. Hatfield yesterday gave his impressions 
ef the work done abroad and his plans for 
work here. 

“Naturally the European schools surpass 
these of America, as the work in this country 
has not yet been placed on a firm founda- 
tien,” he said, “ but in a few years the com- 
mercial schools of the t/nited States will be 
apis to hold their own. The schools abroad 
are well equipped and are largely attended, 
and have been in existence for years, while 
the idea is new in this country. The work of 
these schools has had a great influence 
abroad, especially in Germany, where there 
has been such a great gain in commerce dur- 
ing the last two. years. 

“The school at Leipsic is the most im- 
Sortant one in Germany. While not actually 
@ bart of the university there, it may be re- 
garded as an affiliated school. In Belgium 
the school of the greatest importance is lo- 
cated at Antwerp. This is regared as almost 
te most important in existence. Austria is 
iImfuenced by the schools at Prague and Vi- 
enfa. England is backward in this respect, 
but the people are becoming aroused, and an 
Sdvance will soon take place in that coun- 
iy, as well as in France and Italy. 


Plans for Chicago University. 

“The idea of the system at Chicago is to 
Provide a plan of education which wil! fit 
students for a business as well as a pro- 
fessional career. In doing this we do not 
With to establish an ordinary business col- 
#e8, but a school that will aid in develop- 
mg the student. Direct and immediate at- 
tention will be paid to the modern languages. 
nis is necessary, as in time the United 
States will be at the head of the world’s com- 
merce. This work includes a drill in Eng- 
isi: A course will be given in modern his- 
‘ty, ¢specially in that which relates to 
América. Elementary courses in physics, 
chemistry, and mathematics will be provided, 
together with advanced courses in the same 
Subjects if there is any call for them.

TWAIN SCORED AS UNFAIR 


MEMBER OF MISSIONARY BOARD 


Dr. Judson Smith Declares Writer's At- 


Boston, Mass., March 80.—[Special.}—The 
Rev. Dr. Judson Smith of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, today ‘said, in 
reply to Mark Twain’s second attack on the 
China missionaries, published in the April 
North American Review: 

“TIT had always regarded Mark Twain as 
@ manly, fair, and frank man. 
case, however, he has quoted only such 
fragments and phrases of statements as 
would suit his equivocations and quibbles. 
If he had read fairly and thoroughly he 
would know that he is on wrong ground. 
He does know the truth, of course. . But 
he evidently does not care for that. He 
neither retracts nor explains. He laughs 
at his own creation, without stopping to 
think ‘that he may be doing the grossest 
injustice to Christian men who have the 
respect of everybody who thoroughly knows 
them, in America or China, and of whatever 
race. 

“Dr. Ament will be In this country soon 
and will be able to explain just what has been 
done and the methods employed. 

** Dr. Ament and Mr. Tewksbury have both 
said that collections of indemnities have 
been the result of conferences between the 
Mandarins and themselves, and in many 
cases the Mandarins have come themselves 
instead of waiting to be called upon. They 
had no military forces to overawe these 
authorities and no power to enforce their 
claims. 

**In nearly all cases there has been a ready 
acquiescence on the part of the authori- 
ties and the sums suggested by the mis- 
sionaries have been accepted as fair. In 
others there has been failure to obtain all 
that was askedfor. For example, the value, 
from the point of indemnijty, of a murdered 
head or supporter of a family was set at 
about 500 taeis, about $350, and in 
instances this sum has been reduced in 
payment. 

“It must be remembered that all the 
money thus raised from the Mandarins or 
heads of villages has been for the relief 
of the poor, their own people. 
has been diverted to any other purpose. In 
a large and broad sense, the missionaries 
were responsible for these people, and their 
acts have had the approval of the United 
States Minister and other authorities,’”’

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REFUSE 70 SHOW BOOKS 


EMPLOYMENT AGENTS DECLINE 
EXHIBIT RECORDS. 


Fear Publicity in the Legislative In- 
vestigation—Attorney for One Con- 
cern Objects to Newspaper Repre- 
sentatives as Dangerous to His Busi- 
ness—Admit That Large Proportion 
of ApplHcants Fail to Find Work and 
Registration Fee Is 5 Never Returned. 


Several proprietors end managers of the 
local’ employment agencies now being inves- 
tigated by a legislative committee refused 
yesterday, on the advice of attorneys, to 
produce the books or records of their com-_ 
panies. A tilt between C. Porter Johnson, 
attorney defending the National agency, 169 
Washington street, and 
the feature of the morning session. 

John G. Ryan, manager of the company, 
had been subpcenaed to appear with the rec- 
ords, but failed to bring them, and an ap- 


gnswer many of the pointed queries of the 
committee regarding the mode of procedure 
of his agency or the percentage of positions 
secured for applicants. 

During his examination Attorney Johnson 

sprang to his feet and»declared that the 
books of the company would not be subject- 
ed to the scrutiny of the newspaper repre- 
sentatives present, whom he considered the 
most dangerous enemy of the agencies now 
under legislative investigation, and declared 
that while the newspapers were represented 
at the investigation he would refuse to allow 
any of the records of the company to be read. 
- Both Mr. Ryan and R. R. Young, manager 
of the Stroup agency, who appeared in the 
absence of his employer, declared that a 
large percentage of applicants failed to find 
é@mployment, and the latter said that in no 
case was the registration fee returned. 

Thomas Spellman, doorkeeper of the House 
of Representatives, was called to the stand 
during the examination of Mr. Young and 
told of seeking employment as a watchman, 
collector, or floorwalker at the agency on 
Oct. 20. A fee of $2 was pald, and, although 
the witness declared that he was told there 
were no applicants ahead of him for one po- 
sition, and but one for the others, he failed 
to hear from the manager for thirty days. 
Spellman then inquired and he was informed 
that his application was “being worked 
upon.”” On Jam 23, hearing nothing further

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VIGTORY FOR DARK BLUE 


OXFORD DEFEATS CAMBRIDGE IN 
ANNUAL CREW RACE. 


Magnificent Spurt All Through the Last 
Male Lands the Seemingly Beaten 
Boat in Front by Half Length—Coxs- 
wain Maclagan’s Splendid Steering 
a Big Factor in the Unexpected Fin- 
ish—Record for First Mile Lowered 
in Spite of Bad Weather. 


[Special Cable to the New York Tribune and 
The Chicago Tribune by I..N. Ford.) 

LONDON, March 80.—@kford won an un- 
expected victory from Cambridge today 
after the light blues had led by a length and 
a half at Barnes Bridge. To the dark blue 
coxswain belongs great credit for the victory. 

The crews which were pitted against each 
other were more evenly matched than those 
of last year. The Cambridge eight was in- 
ferior to the crew which then set the light 
blue ribbons fluttering. The Oxford eight 
was much better than the crew then doomed 
to defeat. When practice began at Putney 
this year the Cambridge eight was consid- 
ered the superior crew, but Oxford seemed 
to gain day by day in steadiness and form 
and ended by being the favorite ip betting. 

Gold is a good, practical coach, and he 
succeedéd in bringing the men in the Oxford 
boat well together, so that the blades were 
covered and the stroke fairly long. Muttle- 
bury, in coaching Cambridge, laid less stress 
upon collective form than upon individual 
effort, and the experts were disappointed 
with the results of ‘the practice. 

Their Judgment was.confirmed when Ox- 
ford won today after a strenuous contest. 
Cambridge was highly favored by the choice 
of positions on a gusty morning, when the 
water was rough, enabling the crew to re- 
tain the lead until Barnes Bridge was shot 
on the final reach. 

It was an exciting race, which warmed up 
thousands of spectators and rivermen chilled 
by drizzling rain and nipping wind. Cam- 
bridge made the: better start and was first 
through Hammersmith Bridge and a good 
length ahead at Chiswick and something 
better at Barnes. The crew was rowing un- 
evenly, but there was power in the strokes 
and life in the boat. It wasapparertly Cam- 
bridge's race and the light blues were shout- 
ing all the way from Putney to Barnes. But 
Oxford, which had been rowing in rougher 
water, had the smoother reach beyond the 
‘bend toward Mortlake, and, what was bet- 
ter, reserved power for an audacious spurt. 

The crew had been rowing with slower 
stroke, but with superior steadiness, and an 
even keel. The men were working together 
with full body swing and tremendous leg 
work, and when they quickened the stroke 
for the final effort they showed how much 
could be done by perfect combination. 
Culme-Seymour knew that his men were be- 
hind him and could not be flurried. Spurt 
was met with spurt, but Oxford had made a 
dead set for the turning post and could not be 
shaken off. The excitement was intense over 
the magnificent finish. Cambridge, after be- 
ing greeted as a certain winner, found Ox- 
ford abreast and finally a quarter of a 
length ahead. 

The closeness of the finish, which is offi- 
cially given as two-fifths of a length, is evi- 
dence of the doggedness of the contest. It 
was a grand race, and both crews were 
greatly distressed at the finish. ; 

Then, to the American spectators, came 
@ surprising feature. The winning crew 
rowed to their landing place and carried in 
their own oars and boat, instead of being 
themselves carried in on the shoulders of 
their admirers, as would happen in the case 
of an American crew. 

The times at the main points of the course 
were: Cravensteps, 2:28; mile, 3:54 (beating 
the record by one second); Hammersmith 
Bridge, 7:30; Chiswick, 11:58; Barnes Bridge, 
19:00. 

The time at the finish was 22:31. The Ox- 
ford crew weighed 1,371% pounds, with a 
coxswain of 117. Cambridge weighed 1,367 
pounds, with a coxswain of 120. 

Oxford's boat, which was seven feet shorter 
than the regulation length, carried its men 
well, especially in the rough water. It 
dipped its head somewhat, but was remark- 
ably steady. 

Jamieson, Cambridge’s coxswain, steered 
widely and caused his drew to lose consider- 
able ground in the last quarter of a mile.

SPIKES AID THE SOLDIERS 


LONG DISPUTE MARS FIRST REGI- 
MENT INDOOR MEET. 


Outside Athletes Instructed to Run 
with Smooth Shoes—Militiamen Are 
Not Warned and Protest Against the 
Ruling — Compromise Is Finally 


Reached Which Handicaps Many of 
the Competitors—Borden Captures 
Both of the Forty-Yard Events. 


Two hundred athletes struggled for hon- 
ors and medals at the annual indoor meet 
of the First Regiment Athletic association 
in the armory last night. As was expected, 
the soldiers carried off a large number of 
their own trophies. 

The careful work of the handicappers was 
shown by the closeness of the eontests. In 
few cases did the scratch men win. An 
hour’s delay at the start was caused by a 
dispute over the matter of wearing spikes. 
According to the published rules of the meet 
spiked shoes were expressly forbidden, but 
the First Regiment athletes were apparently 
unaware of this ruling by their own officials, 
as every man of them was rough-shod. 

A protest was made by the less favored 
runners, and Referee Liginger refused to 
go on with the meet until the dispute was 
settled by the athletes. After some wran- 
gling the spikes were allowed to remain, 
much to the disadvantage of the men who 
thought the rule meant what it said. 

Fifteen hundred people filled the balconies 
and cheered their favorites. The presence 
of many ladies added color to the scene. 

The forty-yard scratch race was won by 
Captain Borden of the First Regiment team, 
who took his trial heat with ease from Pettit 
of Chicago. George Smith of the First Regi- 
ment won the second trial heat, barely de- 
feating Snow of Central Y. M.C. A. Inthe 
final dash Borden led the running all the way. 
Snow came in second, a few inches in ad- 
vance of Smith. The time was :04%. 

Borden’s Fine Sprinting. 

Borden was also the winner in the forty- 
yard handicap after taking first in four pre- 
liminary heats. Borden proved his remark- 
able skill and endurance by running the dis- 
tance five times in :04%, putting out one 
competitor after another. In the final heat 
he started from scratch, three yards behind 
Grant, but passed the latter just before 
reaching the tape, making one of the closest 
finishes of the meet. 

The half-mile run was the finest contest of 
the evening.

the other that it has been practically impos-' 
sible to keep track of them. Any fan who 
has attempted to do so has had the narrowest 
escape of his life from landing in an insane 
asylum. A list of players made up one day 
had to be revised freely on the next and 
even while*the compositors are putting the 
aceompanying roster of the two rival leagues 
into type there may be many and important’ 
changes, THE TRIBUNE prints this morning, 
however, a list made up from the latest ob- 
tainable information from the headquarters 
of the teams themselves, and gives as near 
as is possible the present playing 
the rival leagues. 

As many as possible of the doubtful q 
tities have been eliminated. Players 
have signed contracts with both leagues 
placed in the ranks of the teams most Uke- 
ly to hold them, but in cases of extreme doubt, 
as with Outflelder Sheckard, whom both 
Brooklyn and Baltimore claim to oo 
and Pitcher Moore of whose services 
Cleveland and St. Louis claim to be certam, 
the player is included in both teams, and the 
do like the players—take thelr. 


American Has Made Serious Inroads, 


A general glance at the situation show® 
that the American league has made 
inroads into the ranks of the National. They 
have not taken so many players as they ex- 
pected to get and fall a long ways short of 
the expectations raised in the public’s ming 
by unwise and premature announcements. 
And in numerous cases players who had not 
only pledged their word, but had signed 
actual contracts with the American league, 
have violated both. The National league 
bas had the advantage in this preliminary 
struggle for players beca it has not con- 


sidered any contract except with the 


tional league as binding on a player, while 
the young league has abstained from tempte 
ing any player known to be signed by a Na- 
tional league team for the season of 1901. 

The result has been a long step toward 
bringing the two leagues to an equality. 
The National league is weaker in all its 
teams than last year and the American 
teams are all of them much stronger. That 
the old league still retains the greater num-< 
ber of stars, however, is a fact patent to 
any one, and the average strength of the 
National league is greater than that of its 
rival. The Pittsburg team alone remains 
practically as strong as last season. The 
champion Brooklyn team has been hit pretty 
hard, especially if McGraw keeps Sheckard 
so close under his wing that Hanlon t 
get at him, and there is no other outfit in 
the old league that seems fitted to cope suc- 
cessfully with Barney Dreyfus’ Pirates. 
That will detract seriously from the interest 
of the public in the National league race, 
But as the struggle in that league has for 
years been for second place only, with the 
pennant cinched early for either Boston, Bal 
timore, or Brooklyn, the conditions will nog 
be much changed this season. 


McGraw’s Strong Aggregation.

The 
team which Comiskey has seems to outclass 
the remnants of the orphans and ought to 
rank higher in the new league than Tom Lof4 
tus can place his aggregation in the Natio 
league. 


Outlook for White Stockings. 


The White Stockings were strong in pitcherm 
last year and the addition of such stars 
Griffith and Callahan makes the loss 
Denzer and Fisher insignificant. Patterson, 
the best of last year’s string, is retained ang 
with Katoll and Skopec as fourth and fifth 
wheels there will be little for Comiskey to 
worry about there. It is not certain Denzer is 
lost, however, as the National league has 
made many claims that have not been sub< 
stantiated. Sullivan, the young Boston 
catcher, with Joe Sugden, who caught the 
best game of his life, bar none, last season, 
will make the White Stockings stronger be- 
hind the bat than any other team in the 
league.

plied their trade early in the middle ages. 
At the time when methods of traveling ané 
fansportation in Europe were primitive, 
when merchandise had to be transported in 
wagons of on the backs of horses or mules, 
When goods were frequently on the road for 
weeks Defore they reached their destina- 
tion, @nd when those living at a distance 
from any city were almost completely cut 
of from every opportunity to purchase goods 
not produced by the local industries of their 
tmmegiate neighborhood, the Jewish ped- 
ders Were important commercial distrib- 
uters an actual necessity. 

Loaded with a heavy burden of general 
merchandise, the Jewish peddier siowly 
ragged himself over the lonely and robber- 
infested highways. From cgstie to castle, 
from Village to village he cartied his burden, 
Watching for-every opportunity to profitably 
dispose of his stock and constantly on the 


even now find a profitable field. The exten- 
sion of the network of railroads in the West- 
ern States has driven them from some for- 
merly profitable markets, but there are still 
vast territories which are open to them. 


NUMBER MUCH LESS NOW. 

The peddlers are to be found in every State 
and every large city in the country. New 
York has thousands of them, and If their 
number in Chicago has dwindied down to 
about 800 or 1,000 from more than double 
that number fifteen years ago, it ts chiefly 
owing to the rapid development of the de- 
partment stores and the mail order supply 
houses in this city. 

The peddlers of Chicago present one of the 
most peculiar and interesting among the va- 
rious types of Its foreign-born population. 
The men belonging to that class are almost 
without exception Jews of orthodox faith. 
They are old fashioned, and in spite of the 
persecution which they have to endure on 
that account they cling with undaunted 
tenacity to their ancient and orthodox cus- 
toms in regard to their personal appearance, 
their mode of living, manner of dressing, and 
method of doing business. Most of those 
peddlers are old or middle-aged men; nearly

These little woodiand 
fiowerets, in contrast to the wealth of gor- 
geous exotics whose brilfdant tints glow in 
the florists’ windows these Easter days, are 
the heralds of the summer soon to be here. 

Even now the first of these tiny messen- 
gers of the coming warmth have broken 
through the frost-locked earth and may be 
found in the woods to the west and south of 
the city, braving the chill spring . wind. 
Scarcely has the snow, which through the 
cold of the winter Hes in drifts beneath the 
trees, melted on the sunny southern slepes 
than the hardy little blossoms push their 
petais from beneath the covering of leaves 
and shine forth with a purity of color and 
perfection of tint shaming their more preten- 
tious sisters of the conservatories. 

Careful search will now reveal the gentle 
hepatica and modest spring-beauty while 
yet the snow lies in patches in the wood- 
lands near the suburbs to the southwest of 
the city, such as La Grange, Hinsdale, and 
Downer's Grove, the most favored haunis 
of the early spring flowers. 

Along the north shore the budding is a Iit- 
tle later, but soon these spots will also glow 
with color and the city will be girdled witha 
belt of beauty... 


The first of the native blossoms to defy the 
blasts of the north wind not yet warmed by 
the spring sunshine is the hepatica or liver- 
wort, which seems in such haste to taste the 
joy of light and life that its blossoms haif 
wrapped in tiny green sepais precede the 
leaves by several days. Its common name, 
liverwort, comes from the peculiar shape of 
its leaves and the old settlers tell that in the 
early days when drug stores were unknown a 
sovereign tonic was brewed from its roots. 

Closely following the hepatica and In fav- 
ored places blooming beside it is the spring- 
beauty. Claytonia virginica the botanists 
call {t, but to the children it is ever the grass 
flower, for its tiny pink striped biossoms 
stand in @ cluster between two biades of 
waxen green. These little flowers are fond of 
company and as tite days lengthen form a4 
veritable carpet in the open spaces beneath 
the spreading oaks and forest trees. 

Perhaps the loveliest of the early blossoms 
is the biood-root (sanguinaria), whose starry 
corolla shines in snowy brightness from the 
shadows: of the forest, visible for rods, 
though its petals scarcely span aninch. The 
Indians who once roamed the woodlands and 
prairies, now transformed to village lots, 
had a legend that the blood-root first sprout- 
ed over the grave of a maiden who fell pierced 
with many arrows as she vainly tried to 
shield the body of her wounded lover. From

ANTHRACITE STRIKE AVOIDED. — 

Early last month the operators in the 
principal bituminous coal fields met with 
the officers of the United Mine Workers 
of America to settle the terms of employ- 
ment for the year beginning on April 1. 
This was in accordance with the custom 
which has prevailed for several years in 
the soft coal fields, following the formal 
recognition of the union by the operators. 
The plan bas at least some strong advo- 
cates on the side of the operators, and has 
been the means not only of extending order 
in the industry but alse of establishing the 
eight-hour day for the men, increasing their 
wages, and otherwise bettering their condi- 
tions. 

When, however, the operators in the an- 
thracite fields, where the union now claims 
nearly a hundred thousand members, were 
solicited to meet its representatives about 
two weeks ago in a joint conference to set- 
tle the terms of employment for the coming 
year, only one of the operators even acknow!l- 
edged the invitation, and that one declined 
it. The operators did, however, post notices 
that the increase in wages conceded on ac- 
count of the strike of last fall would be 
continued till April 1, 1902, and that griev- 
ances would still be taken up with their 
respective employés. 

The miners appointed a committee, with 
authority to declare a strike, and that com- 
mittee went to the representatives of the 
operating companies. in New York, 
ticularly to J. Pierpont Morgan, and én- 
deavored to secure recognition of the 
union. They failed in this specific effort, 
but they did secure a prontise that employés 
should be heard through committees, and 
also “held out the hope,” according to 
President Mitehell, “that if during the 
present year the mine workers demonstrat- 
ed their willingness and ability to abstain 
from engaging in local strikes, full recogni- 
tion of the organization would be accorded 
at a future date.” Thereupon the commit- 
tee, counting this a gain in the desired di- 
rection, decided against a strike. 

This action bespeaks the conservative 
spirit which has characterized President 
Mitchell’s previous career, and indicates 
his deep appreciation of the tremendous re- 
sponsibilities which he bears as head of an 
organization alleged to have grown in two 
years from a membership of 54,771 to 189,- 
829. In so far as labor organization is 
directed by men of like integrity and discre- 
tion, it ia bound to enhance its standing 
in the public mind and likewise to gain 
those substantia! results in its own behalf 
which are attaintable only by such judicious 
methods. 


THE SHIVERING TENANT. 

An Omaha Judge has been telling tenants 
whose landlords do not observe contracts 
what they should do in defense of their 
rights. A citizen of Omaha rented a build- 
ing to be used as a hotel. Theowner agreed 
to keep it in good condition. He failed to 
do so and, as a consequence, the hotel busi- 
ness was unprofitable. The tenant sued the 
landlord for damages. 

The learned Judge saddened the plaintiff 
by telling him he had done what he ought 
not to have done, and had left undone the 
things he ought to have done. He had sued 
for damages and was entitled only to nom- 
inal damages, if any, because his contribu- 
tory negligence was the cause of his losses 
in the hotel business. He should have had 
necessary repairs made and then made the 
landlord foot the bill. Said the Judge: 

If a man suffers an injury that he could have 
avoided by the exercise of prudence he cannot re- 
cover damages for that injury. If you rent a 
house and find that the furnace is out of repair, it 
is your duty to get ft fixed, and if it’s so bad that 
it can’t be repaired, throw it out and put in a new 
one, charging up the cost to the owner who has 
contracted to keep the house in proper shape. 
Don’t let your family freeze and then go after 
your landlord for damages, 

This last sentence must interest some 
Chicago tenants. There have been instances 
where dwellers in flats have complained 
that the landlord did not live up to his 
agreement to keep their premises warm. 
They have retaliated for being frozen— 
sometimes. by refusing to pay their rent 
and somtimes by bringing suit to recover 
damages for the injured health of members 
ef their families, 

This is not what they should have done, 
aecording to the Omaha Judge. If the heat- 
ing apperatus was defective they should 
have thrown it out and had something bet- 
ter put in, leaving the landlord to pay the 
bill. If the fault was with the man who 
ran the apparatus rather than with the ap- 
paratus itself they should have thrown 
him out and put in a better man who would 
have kept them warm. 

When cold weather comes again tenants 
whose families are freezing should remem- 
ber the advice of the Omaha Judge and 
follow it if they have the courage to do so. 


A SENSIBLE STAGE REFORM. 

Mr, Gillette, the actor, has had the courage 
and good sense to condemn the silly habit 
which American; theater-goers have of call- 
ing for the star of the play to appear at 
the end, or at the close of the principal act, 
and address the audience. In a little speech 
made at a theater in Boston the other night 
he modestly but firmly announced that it 
would be his last appearance before the 
curtain, although he had no intention of 
abandoning the stage. “I feel,” he said, 
“that in appearing before the curtain or 
outside the scenes of the play, I am shatter- 
ing at one blow the illusion which not only 
myself but the entire company has been 
faithfully working to establish. This ji- 
lusion or sense of actuality is at the very 
basis of modern effective drama and it 
should not be subj: cted to so rude and un- 
necessary a blow.” 

Mr. Gillette will be thanked by every 
person who has any sense of the dramatic 
proprieties and it is to be hoped that other 
actors may have the courage and good taste 
to follow the example set for thei. The only 
excuse for its toleration is that it is one of the 
traditions and has been a practice from time 
immemoria!. But it is equally true that the 
prologue to the play was spoken for years and 
was considered indispensable, yet it has been 
eliminated and without detriment to the 
drama. It is just as possible to eliminate 
the epilogue, in the form of the actor’s 
speech, not only without detriment but with 
actual benefit to the plat. 

Of course, there are some occasions when 
a speech before the cyrtain does not destroy 
the illusion. It is possible for Francis Wiii- 
son after an hour or two of buffoonery to 
appear before the curtain and indulge in 
personal humor without in the least con-

PROGRESS OF THE CRERAR LIBRARY. 

The scheme of the trustees of the Crerar 
Library for the erection of their building on 
the lake front has reached the second stage 
in its progress. The consent of the city has 
been reinforced by the consent of the State, 
and all that now remains is to secure the 
consent of the abutting property-holders, 
which practically means the consent of Mr. 
Ward. It is not likely that he will inter- 
pose any obstacle in the way of an improve- 
ment desired by all the people of Chicago 
and sanctioned by the city and State gov- 
ernments. 


Under the provisions of the act the work of 


eonstruction must, begin within three years. 
Hence the construction of the handsome 
structure in which will be housed the scien- 
tific treasures of the Crerar Library—a 
great and forever free library for the spe- 
cial use of artisans, architects, designers, 
contractors, workingmen, and scientific stu- 
dents and investigators—will not be long 
delayed. In accordance with the provisions 
of the Crecar will a statue of Abraham Lin- 
coln will be erected upon ground not needed 


effectiveness of the building, though in some 
respects it would have been preferable if the 
memorial to Lincoln could have taken some 
other and more enduring form. The city 
already has one statue of Lincoln, which, 
both as a portrait in bronze and a work of 
art, is altogether admirable. There is no 
possibility it can be surpassed, and for this 
reason there is hardly need for two, but as

can be made. It is only to be hoped that 
the second statue will be a fitting associate 
for the first. 

With this new improvement near the 
Public Library and Art Institute, that sec- 
tion of Michigan avenue will be a busy cen- 
ter of education and culture, and its purely 
physical aspect will also be materially beau- 
tified. And all three struetures will be for 
the use and enjoyment of the people. 


JONES VERSUS THE DEVIL. 

The Mayor of Toledo is up again for elec- 
tion to succeed himself, and one of the cler- 
gymen of that city, in the course of some 
recent remarks upon the political situation, 
took occasion to declare that he “ would 
rather vote for the devil than to vote for 
Jones for any office.” 

The Mayor accepts the declaration of 
preference in a good-pvatured spirit, and, 
though protesting his surprise, announces 
an entirely different reciprocal attitude. In 
spite of his inability to understand why the 
minister of the gospel should regard him as 
“so bad a man” that his fitness for public 
service would be counted less than that of 
“the impersonation of all evil,” he warmly 
assures the parson that, although quite dis- 
agreeing with his philosophy of life, he 
would ‘“‘a thousand times rather vote for 
him for any public office whatever than to 
vote for the mildest and most diminutive 
devil to be conceived of.” 

Careful observation would show that the 
popularity of this “ radical” Mayor in his 
town has rested far less upon his radical 
theories—which plenty of other people hold 
—than upon his personality and practice. 
His genial disposition, his ability to meet 
criticism with soft assurance rather than 
with angry flings, his sympathy with his 
fellows, his relations with his factory em- 
ployés, his establishment of the eight-hour 
day in sinking oil wells, his maintenance of 
Golden Rule Park—these and like charac- 
teristics and deeds largely explain popular 
feeling toward this “ dangerous agitator.” 

’ Four years ago he was elected by a major- 
ity of about 500. Two years ago he received 
over 17,000 votes out of a total of about 

5,000 cast. The result this year is yet to 

proved. If he should win again will the 
reverend gentleman lay the blame to the 
culpable unwillingness of his Satanic Ma- 
jesty to “ go into politics "7? 


A PROBLEM OF CIVILIZATION. — 

Dr. A. M. Gardner, a famous San Francis- 
co alienist, recently delivered an address in 
that city in which he assumed that pauper- 
ism, crime, and insanity are largely the in- 
direct results of nervous disease, and that 
nervous disease is largely the direct result 
of the competitions and overrefinements of 
modern society and civilization. 

So far as civilization is concerned, Dr. 
Gardner claims it is “the outcome of the 
war mankind makes against the laws of 
natural selection,” and that it never can 
achieve its real purpose until it secures the 
betterment of the individual. So long, 
therefore, as it benefits but a part of the 
human family the other part is bound to be 
discontented, unhappy, and miserable, and 
some of them of necessity will manifest 
these qualities either in crime, pauperism, or 
insanity. 

But, on the other hand, that part of the 
human family which has the benefit of the 
higher civilization has also its share of the 
afflictions, for it is in this class that nervous 
disease is most prevalent, showing that its 
energies are overtaxed in the efforts to keep 
up the pace demanded of it. As civilization 
becomes more and more refined it becomes 
more complicated and its demands increase. 
The result is minds overtaxed with study, 
emotions strained to a dangerous tension, 
digestions ruined by worry and anxiety, 
and a gradual breaking down of nerve force, 
the whole system, mental and physical, 
being called upon to endure more than is 
proper for a healthy mind and body. 

This in a general way is Dr. Gardner's 
diagnosis of society under the conditions 
of modern civilization. Assuming it to be 
correct, the despair of the situation is that 
he suggests no remedy. Perhaps he cannot 
find one. It is not easy to see how the over- 
refining and overtaxing of civilization can 
be arrested. 


A WORD FOR THE EASTER BONNET. 

The Easter bonnet has been the subject 
of so much thoughtless ridicule that, if the 
opinions of those who lead in such matters 
are to be trusted, it is almost too shame- 
faced to make its appearance on Baster 
day, but chooses to blush unseen in its 
bandbox seclusion rather than expose itself 
to the comments of a flippant multitude. To 
be sure, Easter weather is not always fa- 
vorable to these flowery creations, and 
those who persist in wearing them in spite 
of inclemencies offer a decided affirmative 
to Mrs. Browning's query: 

Tell me, do you find moss-roses, 
» Budding, blooming in the snow? 

Bat these bonnet blossoms should hot be 
permitted to waste their sweetness on the 
desert air of a bandbox. To most city 
people the awakenings and stirrings of 
epringtime are affairs managed by Dame 
Fashion, and for them the flowers that 
bloom in the spring are not the children of

prived of theif artificial delights any longer 
than is necessary, for even in the case of 
the milliner’s blossom “this same flower 
that smiles today tomorrow will be dying.” 

In this serious age when the most 'trivial 
matters are shown to have some psycho- 
logiea] significance the subject of costume is 
no longer one that is dependent upon the 
whim of modiste or milliner, but must be 
regarded as another of those various vehicles 
by which individualism is expressed. More- 
over, a bonnet may be the instrument by 
which the vision of mankind is lifted to 
better things. There are plenty of persons 
_who are moved by outward beauties, yet 
are impervious to the appeals of the spirit 
and to these the way to a plane of bigher 
thoughts may be through an Easter bonnet. 
So it is to be hoped that this bit of millinery 
will not hide itself on the coming Easter day, 
but will let its light so shine that that evil 
and ugliness may be forgotten.

BOSTON’S PARK SYSTEM. 
Twelve years ago Chicagoans took prid 
in the thought that they were ahead of 
other American cities as to public parks and 
boulevards. Superiority in this respect has 
been lost and cannot easily be regained. 
Boston, within the last decade, has out- 
etripped all other American cities in provid- 


and gymopasia; and, in conjunction with its 
environs, it has during that time surpassed 
eny other city in the world in the scope and 
decision of its metropolitan park policy. 

The work accomplished has been carried 
on by a Metropolitan Park commission, 
created by the Legislature in 1893, and the 
district Involved has included Boston and 
thirty-six adjacent cities and towne falling 
within a radius of about twelve miles from 
the Statehouse. The resources have been 
provided by State bonds, which are to be 
gradually repaid through taxation by the 
yarious cities and towns according to an 
apportionment made by a special commis- 
sion appointed by the Supreme Court. This 
apportionment was determined and the first 
payment made last year. 

The commission has now expended about 
$9,000,000 for acquiring, developing, and 
maintaining its areas, nearly all this sum 
being devoted to acquisition. These areas 
are principally “ woodland, river bank, and 
seashore.” They also include, however, 
numerous parkways or boulevards. ‘The 
commission's holdings are now distributed 
as follows: Woods reservations, 7,440 acres; 
river banks, 1,783 acres; seashore, 154 acres;

The seashore, aggregating a length of 7.7 
miles, includes Revere Beach, with its ad- 
mirable bathing facilities—used by 153,286 
bathers last year—and Nantasket Beach, 
with its bathhouses, hotel, shops, and amuse- 
ment stands. ‘The river banks acquired in- 
clude the major part of the banks of the 
three rivers flowing through the district— 
namely: the Charles, the Mystic, and the 
Neponsett. Of all the acquisitions the wood- 
lands are perhaps the most interesting. The 
chief of these are the Middlesex Fells on 
the north, comprising—with land held by 
water boards—about 3,000 acres, and the 
Blue Hille on the south, comprising nearly 
5,000 acres. The one is about six and the 
other about nine miles from the Statehouse. 

This energetic park extension policy has 
not only stimulated a number of important 
donations by private owners but it has in- 
sured to greater Boston a recreative and 
esthetic heritage probably unequaled in ex- 
tent and natural beauty in the case of any 
other community, at least of proximate size, 
on the globe.

MAHATMA is a man who has 
evolved his spiritual nature and 
supreme will to the point that he # 
is no longer dominated by his Hite 
lower passions or by the con- 
straints of the physical body. HR % 
He is absolutely pure, devoid of | 
desire—an exalted being. 

I have met many Mahatmas, } 
perhaps fourteen in all, in every 
part of the world. Sometimes 
they have appeared as Hindoos, 
in graceful native attire; some- 
times as Europeans, in conven- 
tional modern dress, I have met 
them on the crowded streets of London or on the dreary deserts of India. 
But wherever you meet them, whatever language they speak, there is no mis- 
taking the type of the masters. The divine glory shines in the face of the 
exalted one, his touch is a blessing in itself, an all-powerful magnetism sur- 
rounds his presence. No one who has ever seen a Mahatma can be in doubt 
when they appear. 

The first Mahatma I ever met was in New York when Mme. Blavatsky 
and I were working hard on the preparation of that great book, “Isis Un- 
veiled.” We were living in a heuse on Eighth avenue constructed on the 
ordinary plan, and certainly affording no facilities for supernatural jugglery. 
Our evening’s work finished, I had gone to my room and was quietly read- 
ing. I expected nothing unusual, but all at once, as I read with my shoul- 
der a little turned from the door, there came a gleam of something white 


in the right-hand corner of my right eye. I turned my head, dropped my _ 


book in astonishment, and saw towering above me in his great stature an 
Oriental clad in white garments and wearing a headcloth or turban of am- 
ber-striped fabric, hand-embroidered in yellow floss silk. Long raven hair 
hung from under his turban tothe shoulders: his black beard, parted ver- 
tically on the chin in the Rajput fashion, was twisted up at the ends and 
carried over the ears; his eyes were alive with soul fire: eyes which were at 
once benignant and piercing in glance; the eyes of a mentor and a judge, but 
softened by the love of a father who gazes on a son needing counsel and 
guidance, 

He was so grand a man, soimbued with the majesty of moral strength, so 
luminously spiritual, I bowed my head and bent my knee as before a god. 

A hand was lightly laid on my head, a sweet though strong voice bade me 


be seated, and when I raised my eyes the presence was seated in the other 


chair beyond the table. 

He told me hie had come at the crisis when I needed him; that my actions 
had brought me to this point; that it lay with me alone whether he and I 
should meet often in this life aseoworkers for the good of mankind; that a 
great work was to be done for humanity, and I had the right to share it if I 
wished; that a mysterious tie, not now to be explained to me, had drawn my 
colleague and myself together a tie which could not be broken, however 
strained it might be at times. He told me things about Mme. Blatatsky 
which I may not repeat, as wellas things about myself that do not concern 
third parties. 

How long he was there I cannot tell; it might have been a half hour or 
‘an hour; it seemed but a minute, so little did I take note of the flight of 
time. At last he rose, I wondering at his great height, and observing the 
sort of splendor in his countenance—not an external shining, but the soft 
gleam, as it were, of an inner light—-that of the spirit. 

Suddenly the thought cameinto my mind: “ What if this be but halluci- 
nation? What if Mme. Blavatsky has cast a hypnotic glamour over me? I 
wish I had some tangible object to prove to me that he has really been here— 
something that I might handle after he has gone.” The master smiled kindly 
as if reading my thought and twisted the fehta from his head, benignantly 
saluted me in farewell, and wasgone; his chair was empty; I was alone with 
my emotions. Not quite alone, hongh, for on the table lay the embroidered 
headcloth; a tangible and enduring proof that I had not been “ overlooked ” 
or psychically befooled, but had been face to face with one of the elder 
brothers of humanity, one of th masters of our dull pupil race. 

To run and beat at Mme. Blavatsky’s door and tell her my experience 
was the first natural impulse and she was as glad to hear my story as I was 
to tell it. I returned to my room to think and the gray morning found me 
still thinking and resolving. Out of those thoughts and those resolves de- 
veloped all my subsequent theosophical activities, and that loyalty to the 
masters behind our movement which the rudest shocks and the cruelest dis- 
illusioning have never shaken. I have been blessed with meetings with this 
master and others since then. However others less fortunate may doubt—I 
KNOW. 

Another still more remarkable manifestation occurred to me in the 
crowded streets of London, whither Mme. Blavatsky and I had gone on our 
way to India. We were staying at the house of Dr. Billings at Norwood 
Park. One day the doctor and Iand some other friends had gone into the city 
and were making our way along Cannon street through a dense fog. Sud- 
denly in the little circle of light cast by a gas lamp we came face to face with a 
tall, gracefully dressed Hindoo. My companions saw the strange presence 
also, but I alone recognized him by the light in his face as an exalted one. 
The master spoke never a word, but merely bowed politely and vanished 
noiselessly into the fog. 

Later on, when I returned home, I learned that the same presence had 
called at the house and asked, in a strange tongue, for Mme. Blavatsky. 
He held converse with her for a long time, and she seemed, in some marvelous 
way, to have greatly strengthened her psychical powers. That evening, at 
dinner, madame laughingly produced an exquisite little Japanese teapot 
from under the table, as a present for Dr. Billings. She also presented an- 
other gentleman with a: beautiful] silver card case, which he found in his 
overcoat pocket. The coat had been hanging in the hall all the time, and 
Mme. Blavatsky had never been near it. 

When we arrived in India I aw still more of the masters. At Bombay 
a Hindoo stranger appeared and “ctated a long letter to Mme. Blavatsky, ad- 
dressed to a friend in Paris, and giving important instructions about the 
management of certain society affairs. Another time, as we were driving in 
the park one evening, a majestic figure stopped our carriage. Clad in 
flowing Oriental robes, he was plainly visible in the glare of the electric light. 
After a few kindly words he disappeared, leaving behind him, however, a 
splendid gold-embroidered head-covering or turban of peculiar shape. 

This circumstance is important as proving that the Mahatmas are not 
mere illusionary visions, conjured up by one’s’ imagination, or, as some sug- 
gest, by hypnotic suggestion. The clothing worn by them is at the time ab- 
solutely real; it has been transferred bodily, along with the astral form of the 
Mahatma, to the spot where theappearance takes place. The real or astral 
body of the Mahatma might at the time be asleep in far away Thibet, or any- 
where else, while his double app ared in the park at Bombay. In this case, 
as the turban was not transferred back to its owner, the Mahatma, on 
awakening from his trance, would find himself bareheaded. Every particle 
of physical matter surrounding the master had been projected through space 
and returned again, with the exception of the atoms which went to make up 
the turban. And doubtless this was left behind intentionally in order that our 
duller senses might have proof of its reality. 

All Mahatmas have this power of transferring their double or astral 
body from place to place. 

When one of the masters has instructions to give he does not, however, 
choose always to appear in the actual presence. Often they adopt impersonal 
methods and merely inspire one’s brain. But at crucial periods, when a 
vital decision is to be arrived at, I often hear voices speaking quite plainly 
and telling me the proper course to pursue. I always feel that I am under 
the direct guidance and instruction of the masters. 

I will show you a practical illustration of the passage of matter through 
matter. Here is a gold ring which I always carry with me. It has three 
small diamonds set in it in the form of an isosceles triangle, but when I got 
it it was merely a plain gold hoop. I came into its possession in a peculiar 
manner. Long before I knew Mme, Blavatsky I was at a séance in New 
York. I held a rose in my hand, and was told by the medium to close my 
fingers tightly on it for a few moments. I did so, and when I reopened them 
I found this ring in the center of the flower. Needless to say I treasured 
the ring and ever after wore it as a charm on my watch chain. 


Some years later, during Mme. Blavatsky’s first tour through India, 
when she gave so many wonderful manifestations of psychic power, we were 
at Simla. I teld the history of the ring toa lady friend who happened to be 
visiting us, and moved by feminine curiosity she slipped the ring on her 
finger. She was about to remove it again when Mme. Blavatsky suddenly 
exclaimed: “No, don’t do that. Give me your hand.” 

Mme. Blavatsky took the lady’s hand between both of hers and held it 
tightly pressed for a minute orso, When she removed her grasp the ring was 
still there, but these three diamonds had been set in it. This was only one 
of the ‘high priestess’ marvelous feats. She was in every way a strange wom- 


an. One of her great peculiarities was that her hair was constantly chang- 


ing in form and color. Naturally it was fluffy and light brown, clustering 
around her head like a mop. But at times, under some psychic influence, it 
would change to black and become perfectly straight. Or, again, it would 
increase in length till it reached her shoulders. | 

I have not yet reached the stage of astral development which enables me 
to recall my previous incarnations on this earth; but I have been informed of 
many things about them. Ali that I am at liberty to mention, however, is 
that my last incarnation took place 2,000 years ago in India, I was thena 


HE recklessness with which 
many hospital physicians ex- 
periment upon their patients in [)};}!:~ 
the hospitals has been the sub- }i!!:

made the most unscrupulous 
use of their patients, in a man- 
ner equally unlawful and con- 
trary to moral ethics. A large 

eumber of cases in which hospital patients have been recklessly experi- 
mented on have been reported in nearly every civilized country of the 
world, and while some members of the medical profession have strongly 

criticised such abuse others have defended it upon the ground of necessity 
and the common interests of humanity. 
The cases of transgression by medical experimentalists in hospitals may 


_ be divided into several classes. The first comprises cases in which it is con- 


sidered necessary or desirable to examine some part of the human body 
‘microscopically or otherwise for purposes of diagnosis. Some of those cases 
are perfectly harmless, like the cutting off of a few hairs for the purpose of 
microscopical examination. In some instances, however, pieces of healthy 
or diseased skin were cut out by the physicians and considerable quantities 
of blood drawn to be used in bacteriological investigations. Operations of 
that character are decidedly painful, though they may be perfectly harmless. 

The second group comprises cases in which certain chemical substances 
are introduced into the system of the subject to investigate its effect upon the 
general condition of the organism or the specific functions of certain organs. 
Whenever some new medical agent is intraduced it is used extensively in 
experiments at first, and most of those experiments are made upon patients 
in hospitals. At the time when pilocarpin was a new agent scores of 
patients in a certain hospital were used for experiments with the substance. 
It was injected under the skin of hysterical, rheumatical, and other patients 
suffering from gastric troubles and fever. In some instances the effects of 
the drug were confined to a feeling of warmth, accompanied by slight con- 
gestion of the facial blood vesse:, profuse perspiration, and a feeling of, 
weakness; in other cases the drug produced more serious disturbances and 
even collapse. 

To the third group belong the cases in which the effects of physical 
agents upon the human system are studied by practical experiments. The 
effects of electricity, different temperatures, compressed air, and vacuums 
have largely been studied upon subjects in hospitals. In most cases those 
experiments are not particularly harmful or dangerous to the subject, but 
merely a source of great inconvenience imposed upon the patients to gratify 
the thirst for knowledge of the hospital physicians. \ 

The fourth group comprises cases In which the functions of one or more 
organs or specific functions of the whole organism are investigated. The 
patients are given certain kinds of food and after a short while their stomachs 
are pumped out and its contents removed for the purpose of chemical 
ahalysis. Recently numerous experiments of that kind were made to investi- 
gate the influence of grape sugar upon the human organism. 

To the fifth group belong investigations as to the conditions under which 
certain diseases originate. In many cases of that kind vacteriae, cocci, in- 
fected blood and matter have been transferred from one individual to an- 
other, and frequently even dying persons have been used for such experi- 
ments. 

If those experiments and tentative acts are undertaken for the benefit 
of the patient upon whom they are practiced they are not only excusable 
but, under certain conditions, even commendable. In an overwhelming 
majority of cases, however, they are not undertaken to benefit the subject 
of the experiment. The patient who is experimented on is not supposed or 
intended to derive any benefit from the tentative treatment. He is drugged 
and operated on, is subjected to electric shocks, and inoculated with serum 
for the sole purpose of giving the ambitious hospital physicians an opportunity 
to study the effects of the treatment upon the living organism. The sub- 
ject is but rarely asked for his consent, and even in cases where the con- 
sent has.been actually given it was not always given voluntarily, but often 
only because the patient feared to incur the ill-will of the hospital physicians 
treating him. Experiments of a more serious nature should never be under- 
taken with a patient unless for his own special benefit or with his full con- 
sent, given by him after having been made acquainted with the objects, the 
nature, and the possible consequences of the experiments. Laws should 
exist in every country to prevent unwarranted, objectionable, and arbitrary 
acts of an experimental nature by hospital physicians against the patients 
in their charge.

The movement on foot to purchase ground for more parks, especially 
small ones in the heart of the city, is a wise one, but great judgment and dig- 
cretion must be uged in their arrangement to bring about the desired results, 
The true comprehension of landscape art is not general. I find that tothe’ 
majority of people the words “ landscape architect ” suggest only artificiality 
and conventional design. This misconception has, no doubt, arisen from the 
fact that many people have entered the field and called themselves “ land» 
scape architects” without possessing either the natura! instincts of the, 
artist or the education and preparation for the work. The true landscape 
architect avoids affectation, and wherever possible takes nature for his or 
her teacher, aiming to restore what man through carelessness or lack of, 
appreciation has destroyed. 

That is where real landscape art can find a place, not in letting one™ 
imagination run riot by putting out fantastic designs, but in transferring, 80 
to speak, bits of nature to barren places. ‘This requires a knowledge ot : 
soil, climate, the habits of growth and flower, and the materials to he 
planted, as well as true artistic ability, that perfect harmony of color and: 
outline may be produced as wellas a succession of bloom. The result will 
prove the difference between landscape art and what so often masquerades 
under its name. = 

When I first found ft necessary to follow my profession it seemed somer) 
times a heavy burden, but I have learned to appreciate as a gift the opper-- 
tunity which it affords to help make the world more as God intended it to 


be, and to do my little toward elevating by this silent influence the une z 


fortunate. 
It is a constant source of wonder to me that so many people totally 
disregard the exteriors of their homes, while spending unlimited time and 
money on the interior. The first impression one gets is of the grounds and . 
exterior surroundings, and one so often finds them either quite barren or? 
decorated with a lack of taste which the lady of the house would never 
manifest in her dress or house furnishing. I hear them often excuse this 
lack of care by saying that they are away all summer and it does not matter, 
quite forgetting that the uplifting influences which glimpses of beautiful 
grounds give to the unfortunate poor who have to depend upon these bits for 
their country outing would morethan compensate for the trouble and ex- 
pense involved in the improvement. ~ 
I always regret to see any one take so little interest in the surroundings, | 
of the home as to leave the arrangement entirely in the hands of a stranger, 
however competent. A home should show on all sides the individual taste of 
its inmates. There should be codperation. If you can do no more than tell 
the architect your favorite flower, if he is wise he will make that the foundar_, 
tion of his work, so to speak, arranging and blending it with a skill which 
his experience has given him. The advice of an architect is desirable, but 
too much should not be left in the hands of a stranger, however competent, 
A serious mistake commonly made is selecting trees and shrubs fromr 
out the nursery which, though individually beautiful, and grouped perhaps — 
artistically where seen at the time, are the last varities that should be 
selected for the grounds which they are intended to decorate—adaptability 
being quite forgotten. No woman of culture or good taste disregards har: 
mony of color in the arrangement of her own attire, still, she often permits 
on her own grounds the most horrible combinations. I think whoever is 
fortunate enough to have a home and home grounds owes it to himself and 
to the Giver of All to make, by care and study, his corner of the world as ~ 


beautiful as he can.

to me there doesn’t seem to be any one left 
to ‘ Don't.’ 

“I Was fond of the ‘ Governor’: when I

The quarry was the prehistoric 
man of the paleolithic period, the 


_adtaee, the great stone age, when man 
first emerged from a condition of animalism 
to a condition that was the origin of civili- 
zation. 

This hunt has been made systematically, 
with all the resources that science could 
supply. And now that archeologists, pale- 
ontologists, geologists, and anthropologists 
have compared their results and summed 
them up, the personality of paleolithic man 
is a mystery no more. 

How he lived has been learned. Itis known 
how he killed his game and how he prepared 
his food. The paleolithic man fought his 
brother man. He was a savage, and a sav- 
age lower in the scale of achievement, though 
higher in point of initiative intelligence, 
‘than the savage races of the present. He 
was lower than they in that he had no god, 
no tribal organization, no houses. no laws 
of any kind except those of nature, no thought 
of a beyond, no veneration, perhaps not even 
a language. He was higher in that he was 
an independent creator and an originator, 
and that he had in him the great mental 


and moral force which led him from stage . 


to stage of improving development. 

Scientists can even tell measurably what 
the appearance was of this wild, uncouth 
creature. | 

This is known, not through.the thousands 
of filnt weapons which he has left behind, 
his utensils, or the remnants of his food, and 
his work In caves, but because once upon 
a time in that far and dim age, separated from

there arose an artist among this huddling, 
ferocious, savage people—an artist who may 
be called without any attempt at humor the 
first publisher of the first natural history— 
the natural history of the paleolithic age.

" with his? He was thé creator of art—they only 


the followers. He had no canvas, no clay. no 
implements. Never a line had been scratched 
with such a purpose on anything on earth 
before he did it. And when he scratched this 
first line, this forgotten man—who may have 
been covered with hair like an anthropoid 
ape, for all we jean tell—he changed the 
world. When his rude graver first touched 
the plec@of stone which he had picked up in 
the river bed because !t was flat on one side 
and smooth efiough for his new-born and 
‘wonderful purpose, there were made possible 
our palaces, our cathedrals, and our cities. 

That first picture raised paleolithic man al- 
most at once to a stage approaching culture. 
Perhaps before that first artist died he saw 
many successors. With tnstinctive love for 
the beautiful, paleolithic man seized on the 
pleture on stone, bone, and antiers. And 
when ke used them for personal ornaments ft 
was only another step to using skins for fur- 
ther ornament of his person and then to use 
them’ for clothes. 

FIPST KNOWN PICTURE. 

The natura! history of the pnaleolfthic age 
which he and his successors left behind them 
proves to us that man lived {n Europe simul- 
taneously with the mammoth. the cave bear, 
the hairy elephant, the mighty Irish elk, the 
primitive horse with a*rat tall, the aurochs, 
and the rhinoceros. What is believed, from 
its surroundings and other evidences con- 
vincing to sciencé, to be the first picture ever 
made ts one of the great cave bear. It Is en- 
graved on a flat pebble about six inches long, 
and was found in the famous grotto of Mas- 
sat, a few miles south of Toulouse. The cave 
bear occupied the western part of Europe in 
the quaternary geological period, and it be- 
came extinct long before history began. He 
Was no mean observer who drew it. An art- 
ist of the present day could not portray the 
leading characteristics of the, beast much 
more strikingly: The grotesque anatomy of 
pe animal is reproduced faithfully, as has 

en proved by a comparison of the drawing 
with many fossil skeleton¢. 

The drawing of the mammoth, which was 


found tn La Madeiaine. in the southwest of 
France, by Lartet, the leading explorer of 
that region, is still more finished, and a 
strikingly accurate picture. There is not the 
slightest chance to doubt the absolute fidel- 


_ dty of the portrait, for comparison with the 


famous mammoth’ Which was found pre- 
served in ice in Siberia fifty years ago, and 
which is now tn Russia in a state almost 
complete, shows that the drawing is true to 
minute details, 

‘La Madelaine, where it was found, is the 
center of a wonderful district In the Depart- 
ment of Dordogne, about 100 miles east of 
Bordeaux. It was here, along the River 
‘Vezere, that paleolithic man began to con- 
gregate when the glaciers commenced to 
move southward and westward, driving man 
and beast before them. Then it was that all 
living creatures sought mountains to escape 
the ice and caverns to escape the cold. Men 
settled in numbers in such caves as Le Mous- 
tier, La Madelaine, Laugerie Haute, Lau- 
gerie Basse, Gorge d’Enfer, Cro-Magnon, 
and Les Eysies. 


EVIDENCE FROM CAVES. 

Hundreds of similar caves bearing the 
proofs of habitation by paleolithic man ere 
ecattered throughout western Europe. In 
caverns near éach other the story of man’s

successive development ts told as clearly as 
if paleolithic man still Nved to tell it. In 
one cavern may be seen the evidences of 
his life before the glacial epoch, when the 
weather was moist and warm, and he needed 
neither clothing nor shelter, except from 
storms. In these caverns the weapons are 
rude and primitive. Other caverns show 
how, during and after the glacial epoch, man 
became accustomed to wearing coverings of 
skin, and how the increasing shyness and 
searcity of game forced him to improve his 
weapons, 

The finding of the mammoth picture is one 
of the most sensational happenings of 
archeeology. It demonstrated beyond any 
further doubt that man was contemporary 
with vast creatures that have been extinct 
for ages. 

The mammoth Is so well pictured that only 
a man who had seen, it often could possibly 
have done the work. It is drawn on a frag- 
ment of mammoth tusk, a thin, oblong piece 
of ivory. The enormously lofty skull, the 
bulging and curved forehead, the immense 
curved tusks, and the shaggy hair, all are 
represented correctiy. Indeed, it is a better 
and far more accurate picture than was the 
one mage by the modern digcoverer of the 


frozen mammoth in Siberia. 
To the desire to show action Is due the pic- 


leolithic Man Solved. | 
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ture showing a man in the act of attacking 
an aurochs. It fs interesting not only as de- 
picting the method of hunting but also as be- 
ing the first picture ever made of a paleolithic 
man. This engraving was found in Laugerie 
Basse by Massenat. It is on a piece of rein- 
deer antler. Much ingenuity has been ex- 
pended in the study of this picture on account 
of the marks on the man’s body. Some 
archeologists hold that they are intended 
merely as shading, but others point to the fact 


that the art shading does not appear to have 
been understood by paleolithic man, and de- 
clare that the lines are intended to indicate 


hair. The supporters of this theory are in 
the majority. They declare that the paleo- 
lithic man undoubtedly was covered with a 
toat of fine hair. 

Tt was in the River Vezere district that the 
first known artificial habitation of man was 
found. It was discovered at Laugerie Basse 
and evidently had been occupled by many 
human beings. An overhanging rock, pro- 
jecting about forty-five feet, formed the roof, 
and many objects of art and industry were 
found init. Among other valuable finds was 
@ profile view of a human head, showing the 
queer face of a paleolithic person. 

With the exception of this and a few broken 
fragments that seem to have .traces of at- 
tempted reproductions of the human form 
on them, the art work found thus far is con- 
fined purely to representations of animais 
and hunting scenes. Love did not interest 
the paleolithic man at all. He wasa killer, 
and it was the delight of killing and the 
glory of the chase that formed his themes.

all the hopes of Egypt depend. from sweep- 
ing Gown [In ruinous floods and wasting it- 
self in the cen. The harvests in Egypt de- 
spend entirely on the Nile. The onjy culti- 
vated !tand !s that which ties along the bank 
of the mighty river. These are overflowed 
four times a year by the rising of tbe Nile. 
The receding water leaves the land covered 
with a rich, black sediment that gives the 
lend a wonderful fertility. But somtimes 
ihe Nile does not overflow at its accustomed 
time, and again the water, instead of rising 
gradually and flowing gently over its banks, 
comes down in a rushing torfent and in- 
stead of gently dropping its treasure of rich 
sediment carries it straight to the Mediter- 
ranean, where it is either hurried out into 


the sea. It !s to impound this water and 
regulate its flow ard provide a mammoth 
reservoir from which thousands of miles of 
desert area as Well as farm land may be 
watered at pleasure that the big cam at 
Aesuah has been built. 

The great granite wail of the dam will 
bottle up 1.000,000,000 tons of water. It wil 
make a lake over 144 miles long. The flow 
of the water through the dam will 
be controlled by machinery which ts 
enormously powerful but which by the pres- 
sure of 2a child’s hana could let loose millions 
of gallons of water. The wali of the dam 
is pierced by 180 sluices provided with steel 
doors worked by the machinery. At some 
periods of the year 900,000 tons of water will 


rush through these slulces every year. 

The entire cost of the Assuan dam will 
be over $25,000,000. The entire expense is 
being borne by Great Britain although ulti- 
mately it will be paid by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, 

In addition to the great wall of granite 
across the Nile at Assuan. a subsidiary dam 
is being bulit at Assiut. On the dam at As- 
siut over 12,000 men are now being em- 
ployed, the vast majority of them being na- 
tives. They. receive about $1.25 a week, 
which is twice as much as they usually earn. 
On pay day the money is brought fn bullion 
on camels across the desert from the bank 
at Assvan and distributed among the thou- 
sands of chattering workmen. 

The great importance of the new dam at 
Assuan can only be appreciated when it is 
remembered that Egypt ts the gift of the 
Nile,

That would be your good fortune, 
for the records of crime show many cases 
where the April foo! has risen in his wrath 
and dealt death to the jester. ) 
Walter Johnson was one of these. There 
was a revival service in a country church just 
outside of Lima, O. Among the devout were 
Johnson, his brother, and John Williams. It 
was the evening of April 1, but Johnson, in 
his religious fervor, had forgotten the day. 
As the meeting was dismissed Johnson and

fore proclaimed his repentance. Johnson's

The brother who had pinned the paper on 
Johnson's back was hugely enjoying the joke 
that was about to become a tragedy. As he 
was trying to smother his laughter Johnson 
drew his hand from his pocket. It held an 
open knife. Before any one could interfere 
the frenzied man had plunged the blade inte 
Williams’ body and he fell to the floor, more 
tally wounded. 

While the church was in an uproar John- 
son stalked out the door. An hour later an 
April fool gave himself up to the Sheriff and 

was locked In jail. 


FAILED TO SEE JOKE. 

Frank Kyler was another man who falled 
to see the joke. Just outside of Holidays- 
burg, Pa., lived Adam Acker, a prosperous 
farmer, whose daughter was the belle of the 
neighborhood. Kyler had long since been 
devoted to the girl and called on the evening 
of April 1 to ask her to become his wife. The 
two were sitting in front of the old-fash- 
toned fireplace, trading in emall talk, when 
the girl turned and stared at the window. 
Kyler’s gaze followed. Against the window 
pane was pressed the face of a man. 

Kyler sprang to his feet. In the dim light 
the features of the man at the window were 
not discernible. Kyler drew a revolver and 
fired just as William Butler opened his lips to 
shout “ April fool.” 

Two bodies fell. Butler was dead, Miss 
Acker only fainting. 

“You have killed Will Butler,” screamed 
the girl, and then she lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. 

Butler was an old friend of the Acker fam-~- 
Uy. His April fool joke had cost him his 
life. Kyler, weighed down with grief for his 
rash act, walked to Holidaysburg and gave 
himself up. 

The grim humor of a Chicago man prompt- 
ed him to invite his friends to visit him on 
April 1. They found him dead. a suicide. 
The man was Herman Heneman, a tailor, 


who lived at 479 North Hermitage avenue. 
Heneman often told his. wife that life was 


not worth the living and that he intended 
to shuffle off by the agency of his own hand. 
As the days went by the woman began to 
think the threat was idly made. It so hap- 
pened that April 1 was Heneman’s birthday, 
Going to his wife he sald: 

“Invite all our relatives to visit us tomor- 
row. Tell them to come an see an April 
fool.”’ 

She invited thém, thinking it a joke. They 
came, and found him dead. 


KILLED BY HIS OWN JOKE. 

Joseph Dial of Birmingham, Ala., was at 
an All Fools’ day picnic. He had bought 4 
new revolver that morning and chuckled ag 
he thought of the consternation he could 
cause by pretending he was about to kill 
himself. 

** See,” he remarked, as he approached @ 
crowd of girls, “‘ 1am going to take my life, 
Good-by, all of you, good-by.”’ 

Then, as the girls screamed, Dial placed 
the weapon in his mouth and pulled the 
trigger. The hammer fell on an empty 
chamber of the cylinder and there was no 
explosion. Dial removed the barre! of the 
revolver from between his teeth and ex- 


claimed: 

April fool!” 

Three times did Dial repeat the experiment 
without harm to himself. On one of these 
times a girl fainted and it seemed immense 
ly funny to the youth. 

The fifth time Dial tried the trick the ham- 
mer fell on a cartridge. The bullet bored its 
way to Dial’s brain he fell dead. The 
April fool did not know it was loaded. 

Five years ago a woman who mistook a 
reality for an April fool joke was in con- 
sultation with an Insurance adjuster next 
day. She was Mrs. Thomas Eldredge, 21 
Ellery street. Cambridge, Mass.

| World-Wide Crusade 
Against Gambling. 


DiMeuity Is to Decide 
Meaning of the Word. 


WORLD-WIDE crusade exists 
against gambling. In the United 
States pulpit and press unite in 
making its prevalence among 
the fashionable rich a theme for 
scathing denunciation, while 
not only the police but even 
: committees of private citizens 
are devoung an immense amount of energy 
to its suppression among the masses. 

“In Russia the Czar has recently issued a 
peremptory order forbidding roulette and 
baccarat té be played in the private houses 
and clubs of St. Petersburg. 

In Belgium the two Houses of the Legis- 
lature have just enacted in*the face of much 
opposition from King Leopold laws prohibit- 
ing gambling in the clubs of Spa, Ostend, 
Namur, etc. 

At Berlin popular attention is still en- 
grossed by what may be described as the 
aftermath of the great scandal in connection 


with the high play at the Innocents’ club—. 


a scandal which resulted in the suicide of 
an heir apparent to a European throne. 
In France the administration and the

Disagree on Definition. 


Now, what is gambling? It ts difficult to 
“find any two people who entertain the same 
views of the subject, and it is doubtful if 
there is any one issue concerning which so 
great diversity of opinion prevails. There 
are some, for instance, who hold that the 
mere playing of cards is gambling and who 
look upon the cards themsejves as inventions 
of the devil. Yet, night after night, one may 
see Bishops of the Church of England play- 
ing their rubber in the cardroom at the 
Atheneum club, while the late Bishop Wil- 
berforce of Winchester was famous as one 
of the best whi#t players in England. 

Nor was the late Queen Victoria, who en- 
tertained the most holy horror for gambling, 
averse two a rubber, while many was the 
hour that she spent in playing the game of 
cards known as “ Patience.’’ Emperor Will- 
jam, who almost brought about a disruption 
of the Union club at Berlin some years ago 
by endeavoring to restrict the card playing 
earried on there, is himself exceedingly fond 
of a game of cards known as skat, his stakes 
* being quite modest—on a par, indeed, with 
reverend fathers who 
frequent the cardroom of the Atheneum club 
in London. The Czar, who has recenily is- 
sued decrees destined to check gambling at 
the chibs and in the fashionable salons of 
his capital, is immensely fond of bezique, 
which he plays almost every evening, as his 
father did before him. 

Francis Joseph is, like most of his sub- 
jécts both in Austria and Hungary, addict- 
ed to the poplar game of tarok, and I always 
remember the indignation of that ultra-re- 
Spectable and exceedingly religious states- 
man, Tisza, on discovering, while Premier 
of Hungary, that Wekerle, whom he had 
just promoted to a seat i is Cabinet, did 
not play tarok. Tisza, on sitting down at the 
card table and commencing to deal, invited 
Wekerle to take a hand. The newly fledged 
Minister declined on the ground that he 
could not play the game. 

“What!” shouted. Tisza, indignantly, 

“you mean to say that you cannot play 
tarok?”’ 

** Indeed I cannot.” 

“Had I known that,” growled the veteran 
Premier, “1 would never have allowed you 
to become a member of my Cabinet.”’ Yet 
Tisza, one of the pillars of the Protestant 
Church in Hungary, would have been horri- 
fied beyond measure if any one had insinu- 
ated that he was addicted to gambling. | 

Clergy Play Cards. N 

If I have cited all the above cases of card 
playing it is In order to demonstrate that 
some of the most scrupulous and high-princi- 
pled people in the world and leading chureh- 
men of various denominations, Protestant as 
well as Roman Catholic, see nothing wrong 
in a game of cards, even when the stakes are 
for money, and utterly decline to accept the 
view that all card playing is necessarily 
wrong. There are others again who endeavor 
to make distinctions between the various 
games of cards, dividing them into two 
classes—namely: games of skill, which are 
not gambling; and games of chance, which 
are gambling. ; 

Now, this distinction is altogether specious. 
For virtually all games of cards are games of 
skill, no matter whether they are plain whist 
or bridge whist, whether they are ecarte or 
baccarat, whether they are bezique or poker. 
That all these games are games of skill 
rather than of chance, as is shown by the 
fact that it is the most skillful, the most 
experienced, and the most keen witted player 
who wins in nine cases out of every ten. 


Lotteries Furnish State Revenues. 


There are yet others who declare that 
every form of card playing is permissible, 
and that what is meant by gambling is 
roulette, rouge-et-noir, etc., and betting on 
horse races. Then, again, many of the Euro- 
pean governments which prefer to regard 
gambling as contrary to law derive a con- 
siderable portion of their revenue from state 
lotteries, which are not merely a gambling 
undertaking in themselves but which like- 
wise have the effect of developing the gam- 
bling instinct among the masses. Russia, 
Austria, Italy, Spain, France, and Portugal 
all have state lotteries. Indeed, most of 
the funds needed by the French government 
for the construction and organization of the 
great international) exhibition at Paris last 
year were obtained by means of a state lot- 
tery, while there are few big cities in Ger- 
many—Hamburg first and foremost—which 
do not derive the larger part of their munic- 
ipal funds from municipal lotteries author- 
ized by the government. In the same way 
one is apt to find worthy people who would 
think themselves defiled if they touched a 
card otherwise than with a pair of tongs 
coolly organizing raffles—that is, lotteries— 
for the purpose of raising money for some 
church enterprise or charity.

a Willing to take oath in a 
court of competent jurisdiction as to his 
Senerosity and geniality. 

The first thing that impresses the stranger 
Who meets Mr. Mayer is the smile which 
is characteristic of the man’s face. Mr. 
Mayer is what might, be termed in sporting 
Phrase “‘a hard infighter”™ in legal battles, 
Dut personally he is one of the most ap- 
and pleasantest of men. The 
Onty trouble {s that he is far too busy to be 
Spproached haphazard, and appointments 

mh him must be made days or even weeks 
im advance, and the caller must stay only, 
the precise number of minutes allowed to} 
him. There is probably no harder working 

‘man in Chicago or one whose life is more 
regularly timed to the minutes and seconds. 
et this is probably the reason that the: 
tremendous volume of work which he ac- 
cemplishes does not seem to make the slight- 
est inroad on his health, but instead he ap- 
pears to grow fat under it. He never lets 
his work drive him. 

“ Mr. Mayer is always a good three yards 
im advance of his work,’”’ one of his clerks 
Said. “I think sometimes that there are 
moments when he has to wait for it to catch 
up to him.”’ 


Yet the firm of which Mr. Mayer is a mem- 
ber ranks as one of the five greatest in the 
country, and the volume of work it accom- 
—Plishes can be judged accordingly. It is 
said of Mr. Mayer, too, and it is undoubtedly 
true, that he does personally a larger vol- 
ume of business than any other lawyer in 
America. In single cases it is reliably re- 
ported that he has received fees running 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 
-But that Mr. Mayer is buster than most 
lawyers would be proved by the fact that 
his business is not confined to one city. He 
has an office in New York and visits that 
piace each month. In his capacity as ad 
visory as well as trial lawyer, he is called 
upon to spend considerable time in many 
Other of the large cities of the country be- 
sides Chicago and New York. Mr. Mayer 
has been and is now counsel for some of the 
largest of the so-called trusts in America, 
whose business demands the clearest and 
most €xacting attention. 
Among those that have called Mr. Mayer's 
degal services into requisition have been the 
vrewers, distillers, glucose, Starch, sugar, 
hewing gum, and various other great com- 
aaeenations of capital. He is and for years has 
ae ween the general counsel for the whisky 
seust and the brewers’ association. For 
years he has also been the general counsel of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association, and 
for it as well as for other of his clients he has 
been frequently engaged in the State and 
. federal Supreme Courts in testing the valid- 
ity and constitutionality of important public 
laws.

A sample of the many interests which are 
imtrusted to Mr. Mayer and in all of which 
he must be equally well versed is that which 
calls him frequently to Buffalo. He is coun- 
set for the International Marine company, 
by which it is proposed to revolutionize the 
transportation on the lakes through the We!l- 
land Canal to foreign countries. The Wel- 
land Canal having been deepened, and the 
company having obtained an exclusive grant 
for forty years from the Dominion govern- 
ment of all deep water dockage at Montreal, 
the company has started to build a series of 
great elevators. Heretofore vessels have | 
been unioaded into lighters, which have plied 
metween canal boats and between the vessels 
and the different docks. Ships will soon x0 
from all lake ports direct to the Marine com- 
pany's elevators in Montreal. The works of 
the company will involve the expenditure of 
over $20,000,000. Yet this immense business 
is only one of dozens to which Mr. Mayer 
must pay the most careful attention. 

Levy Mayer was born in Richmond, Va., 
forty-one years ago. His parents were both 
natives of Bavaria, and came to America in 
3850. His father studied law in Germany 
but never practiced his profession. In 1855 
the family moved to Chicago, and soon be- 
came well established here. Mr. Mayer re- 
eeived his preliminary education at the Jones 
Behool. At the time of the fire he was at- 
tending the Chicago High School in West 
Monroe street. There was then but one high 
Sehool in the city, with George Howland as 
its principal. Mr. Mayer grafluated in 1874 
and went to Yale College, where he took a 
special course of studies while studying law. 
Upon his return to Chicago he was appoirted 
assistant librarian of the Law Institute, 
which constitutes the law library. His sal- 
ary during the first year was $4 a week. 

» When he took this position the library was 
im the old Rookery, which straggling struc- 
ture was transformed out of the water reser- 
voir building at the corner of La Salle and 
Adams streets. There was no doubt about 
the proper waterproofing of the library, as 
it was in the iron tank from which was for- 
merly drawn off water to supply a portion of 
the South Side of the city. The city govern- 
ment and all of the courts were, immediately 
after the great fire, located In the old Rook- 
ery. At the time that Mr. Mayer became 
connected with the law library it was not 
much more than a nucleus. When he left it 
 P collection of law books numbered over 
17,000. 

While in charge there he edited and re- 
vised the manuscripts of Judge David Rorer 
of Burlington, Ia., so producing two leading 
works, one on interstate or private interna- 
tional law and the other on judicial and exe- 
cution sales. During the time he was acting 
as law librarian Mr. Mayer continued his 
legal studies, and was admitted to practice 
after an examination in open court by the 
Supreme Court, as was then therule. Just 
before leaving the law library Mr. Mayer 
pre for the use of the members the 
first printed catalogue of the library, and, as

He entered the 
firm of Kraus & Brackett, composed of 
Adolf Kraus and William 8.

Brackett soon afterwards retired, and Mr. 
Mayer became the junior member of the 
firm of Kraus & Mayer. In 1887 Philip Stein 
entered the firm, and the name was changed 
to Kraus, Mayer & Stein, the latter remain- 
ing a member of the firm until 1893, when he 
was elected to the Superior Court bench. In 
1892 Judge T. A. Moran, then presiding Jus- 
tice of the Appellate Court, resigned from 
the bench to join the firm, which then be- 
came Moran, Kraus, Mayer & Stein. 

After the retirement of Judge Stein and Mr. 
Kraus the name of the firm was changed to 
Moran, Mayer & Meyer, which Is the present 
title. The firm is composed of seven members, 
whose offices cover practically the entire 
eighth floor of the Unity Building. Over 
forty assistants and clerks are employed by

Mr. Mayer’s knowledge of and fondness for 
the collecting of books, which began with his 
experience in the Chicago Law Library, grows 
with years, and it is said that if there were 
one tHing In the world that could lure him 
from his. briefs when everything else has 
failed it would be the advertisement of the 
auction of rare old books in the next block. 

Mr. Mayer’s practice during the last ten 
years has been mainly devoted to corporation, 
constitutional, and municipallaw. For years 
he has been the legal adviser of the City 
Treasurer, and at different periods for the 
County Treasurer also. 

Unlike most young lawyers, Mr. Mayer did 
not attempt when he started in his profession 
to work up a practice and make a wide ac- 
quaintanceship by means of politics or 
through church or lodge affillations. He has 
never belonged to any church or lodge and has 
never held a social, political, or public office 
of any kind, or even been a candidate for 
anything of this nature. He has never taken 
@ public interest in politics, but as a private 
citizen has always acted as an independent 
and followed his own dictates in voting for 
whom he felt to be the right men and for 
what he thought were right measures. Mr. 
Mayer is of the independent mugwump polit- 
ical school that came into being during Cleve- 
land's first candidacy for the Presidency. 
While Mr. Mayer has but little opportunity 
for the enjoyment of club life, he is a niem- 
ber of the Union League, Iroquois, and Ger- 
mania clubs. But the club which demands 
the most of his scanty leisure time is that 
which is located at his home, 1815 Prairie ave- 
nue, and of which the other members are his 
a and two little girls, Hortense and Made- 

ne. 

Mr. Mayer was married fourteen years ago 
to Miss Rachel Meyer, the daughter of M. 
A. Meyer, for many years a leading manu- 
facturer and merchant of Chicago. Ali the 
time that Mr. Mayer has to spare from the 
varied enormous interests intrusted to his 
care is devoted to his\family. Besides the 
Chicago residence of the family Mr. Mayer 
has a home in Boston, where Mrs. Mayer 
spends several months each year with the 
children who are being educated there. The 
country seat of thie family is at May Bluff, 
Mass, some twelve miles north of Buzzard’s 
Bay, where ex-President Cleveland has his 
summer home. : 

Mr. Mayer is fond of fishing, sailing, riding, 
and all outdoor sports, although he has only 
a short time each year to devote to them. 
Mr. Mayer's only hobbies; if he can be con- 
sidered guilty of ng such things, is 
in the picking up of rare books, of which he 
has a large and interesting collection. He is 
also an enthustastic collector of fine and 
rare old wines, with which he is prodigal to 
those whose privilege it is to be his guests. 
His wine cellar is among the most valuable 
of Western private collections. 


As a corporation lawyer Mr. Mayer is con- 
tinuaNy under the fire of those who regard 
trusts and combinations as entire and un- 
mixed evils. He frequently receives letters 
through the mail, all of them anonymous or 
else signed with a fictitious name, and in 
which he is bitterly assailed for being the 
legal adviser of the trusts. Mr. Mayer says 
he has not time to read the jokes in the 
funny papers, and that he always carefully 
saves this portion of his mail for light read- 
ing. He says he does not doubt the honesty 
and sincerity of many of the writers, but he 
does gravely question the probability of pre- 
venting great combinations of capital by 
means of addressing anonymous communi- 
cations to corporation lawyerg. 

“ Do yu knowe what a corperashion !s, do 
yu know what a trust is?’’ asked one of Mr. 
Mayer's correspondents. “It is a lot of 
thugs and theves and swendlers and mur- 
derrs who squeeze ther Hvin out of peepuls 
pockets and who leve ther helpless victims 
starving on the poorhous doors. Who is it 
that makes such things possible? You the 
legal adviser of these Bandits ‘and pirits. 
Repent ere it is tu late. 

Signed, FRIEND.” 

“I believe {n great combinations of cap- 
ital,” said Mr. Mayer. “TI beifeve in the 
protection of the rights of an association of 
individuals as well as those of the individ- 
ual. | am sorry that I have not time to 
argue the question with those who differ 
from me. But, unfortunately, life is too 
short, Still 1 wish ail these unknown ed- 
visers of mine all the rights and protection 
of dite, liberty, and happiness under the laws 
that they are entitled to, and if ever they 
are imposed upon and they employ me as 
counsel I will assure them that I will fight 
as hard for their interests as I would if there 
were six or seven of them banded together 
for & common purpose under the style ofa 
company, or, as it might called, ‘a 
trust.’

Presbyterians Raise Funds. 
Interest in the Presbyterian money raising 
scheme is greater than had been expected. 
Pastors throughout the country are taking 
hold of the idea. To date 651 small churches 
have paid off their debts, ranging in amounts 
from $500 to $17,000 each. The Methodist 
money scheme has passed the $10,000,000 
mark, and Presbyterians believe their scheme 
will do as well. Presbyterians in the South 
are quite as active. For the Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary at Richmond $60,000 has been 
raised. The mission boards are not being 
affected adversely. The Board of Foreign 
Missions is expecting to raise $1,000,000 this 
year, and officers of it say that all criticism 
of China work is not injuring mission contri- 
butions in the least. 

The general opinion seems now to be that 
Presbyterian creed revision is, for the pres- 
ent at least, dead. The cause was the re- 
markable flop of the Committee on Revision. 
The first time it met In Washington it gave 
out a statement, unanimous in its judgment, 
that some change in-the standards ought to 
be made. The second time it met there it 
gave out one divided in its view in what 
ought to be done, but with a-majority against 
doing anything material. The Rev. Dr. Her- 
rick Johnson of Chicago, the recognized lead- 
er of the revisionists, found himself the head 
of a minority, not of a majority, and a 
divided committee. Those who desire a 
change are so far apart in what they think 
they want that leaders of both parties, and 
indeed of all parties, say now they can hardly 
expect anything to be brought in that will 
carry. 

Changing conditions governing religious 
journalism have brought about a change of 
owners the Congregationalist, long the 
Jeading uthpiece of the religious body 
from whieh the paper takes its name. The 
paper began publication early last century, 
and long identified with it was the Rev. Dr. 
Henry M. Dexter, a great power in his day. 
The paper now becomes the property of the 
Congregational Sunday School and Publish- 
ing society, one of the six benevolent boards 
of the Congregational body. 


Episcopals Enter Lesson Scheme. 

The American committee on the interna- 
tional Sunday school lessons is to meet in 
New York on April 19 to ratify or amend the 
work of the subcommittees which have been 
selected to draft the international lesson 
scheme for the term of years beginning in 
1904. Generally, suggestions concerning the 
scheme originate here, but largely as a matter 
of form they are submitted to committees in 
England, which seldom make any changes 
in them, since only a part of the free churches 
there make use of them. The Church of 
England in Canada has just adopted the in- 
ternational scheme, the first Dpiscopal body 
in the world formally to do so. 

The transfer of the Rev. Dr. J. A. Milburn 
from Indianapolis to Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, Chicago, is interesting for sev- 
eral reasons. He leaves in Indianapolis the 
old church of Henry Ward Beecher, and goes 
out of the Presbyterian into the Congrega- 
tional body. The Second Church, Indlanap- 
olis, is, by a curious circumstance, the second 
largest Presbyterian church in America, 
financially speaking. For many years Mr. 
Simon Yandes has been giving his wealth to 
missions through this church, and so much 
has he given that the church which gets the 
credit appears way at the top, or next the 
Brick of New York, tn financial offerings. 

Protestant England ts just now in a tur- 
moil over publications in the second volume 
of the “ Encyclopedia Biblica,’’ the most 
monumental work of Christian scholarship 
ever made. The editor-in-chief of this work 
is Professor T. K. Cheyne, an accomplished 
Old Testament scholar, a priest in the Church 
of England, and a leading high church rit- 
uvalist. The article on the gospels was in- 
trusted to Professor Schmiede! of Zurich, 
and, to the astonishment of England, he 
leaves nothing.of the writings of the four 
evangelists. Only five sayings of Jesus does 
he retain as worthy of credence, and the his- 
toric element in the gospels he rejects alto- 
gether. Especially are the free churches 
stirred up, because in this great work of 
the leading scholars of the Church of England 
room is made for an article which teaches 
that the stupendous fabric of Christian faith 
is builtona vacuum. The free church papers 
of current issues are inflamed by the revela- 
tion of the lengths to which the so-called 
higher criticism has at last gone. 


Baptist Union Anniversary. 


The Baptist Young People’s union meeting 
in this city at the end of July will celebrate 
its tenth anniversary, and it is said will 
follew the lead of the Christian Endeavor in 
providing hereafter for biennial conventions. 
Leaders in young people’s movements admit 
that it is becoming more and more difficult 
each year to get members to attend these 
annual gatherings. ‘This is the reason the 
Christian Endeavor made the change, and 
not the one that time is needed in off years 
to develop State and county interests, as 
was asserted by it. Baptist Young People 
will have a reunion of the old guard and 
will invite into it representatives of the 
Young People South, although the latter did 
not come in till four years ago. The annual 
sermon will be preached by the Rev. Dr. 
E. E. Chivers, the retiring general secretary. 
That. attendance at conventions falls off is 
held by young people leaders not to indicate 
loss of interest, but merely that young peo- 
ple movements have passed through that 
phase of deyelopment. 


Plan to Unite Against Vice. 

The Rev. F. B. Meyer, who is now on a 
tour of the Southern States in the interest 
of the Northfield Extension, and himself the 
most prominent Free Churchman in Eng- 
land, says the Rev. Hugh Price Hughes and 
the Rev. Thomas Law are coming to America 
goon in the interests of federation. Mr. 
Hughes is the foremost Methodist in Engiand, 
and Mr. Law is secretary of the National 
Free Church union. The federation idea is 
strong m England, but Mr. Meyer says it 
will be stronger if all the world unite, es- 
pecially if the churches of Australia, Canada, 
and the United States do. The belief is held 
that such a world union will be able absolute- 
ly to prevent war by any branch of the Eng- 
lish speaking race. From experience it Is 
aiso held that corruption in cities can be 
rooted out. In some parts of London the 

Churches, through their local union, 
have changed the representation in the Lon- 
don County Council, and effected many re- 
forms. ‘The argument is that where a single 
congregation speaks it is only laughed at, 
but where all speak with one voice the pub- 
lic must listen. The attempt will be made 
to bring the whole power of the Christian 
world to bear against war, vice, and evil 
all forms. 

A law of vast importance to religious and 
cheritable societies is held to be certain 
to pass the Legislature of New York this 
session. It provides that administrators of 
bequests may, after the lapse of twenty-five 
years, and in the event of impossibility to 
carry out testator’s exact conditions, apply 
to the court for permission so to change the 
conditions as.to carry out the spirit, if not

1805, after the depression in the’ real es- 
tate’ market had become settled, the Tax 
commission valued it at $164,000. The com- 
mission's estimates have not been generally 
considered below the market. The purchaser, 
Clara F. Bass of Peterboro, N. H., was repre- 
sented by Aldis, Aldis, Northcote & Co., 
and, the vender, Elizabeth Blatchford, wife 
of E. W. Blatchford, by R. E. Ismond & Co. 
The building on the property is a substan- 
tial six-story brick structure, at present oc- 
cupied by Lincoln Bartlett & Co. and Petti- 
bone & Co. The property is 62%4x80 feet, and, 
allowing $30,000 for the building, the price 
paid is $32,000 a front fodt and $40 a square 
foot. The investment is considered a good 
one. Since Jackson street was made a boule- 
vard there has been a steady advance of 
values in that direction. 

There seems to be absolutely no foundation 
for the storfes printed, forecasting an office 
famine or a boom itn residential real estate. 
The truth is, that there is going to be an 
advance in rents of all sorts, but in the case 
of flats and houses the average advance will 
not exceed 8 per cent. 

Real estate men all report that the inquiry 
for homes is nearly 50 per cent larger than 
last year at this time and more serious. The 
actual number of transfers of small houses, 
however, does not show that there is to be 
anything like a decided advance in prices 
this year. Indications are that the market 
for residences is slowly returning to its nor- 
mal condition. 

In the office district there is sufficient un- 
occupied space to prevent anything like an 
office famine. The demand ts increasing and 
rents will probably go up at least 5 per cent. 
There are few large office buildings planned 
for construction during the year. Agents 
report that offices in these new buildings are 
eagerly sought.. 

The number of transfers amounting to 
$1,000 or over. during the month is slightly 
less than during March of last year, this 
year’s number being 1,238, as compared with 
1,284. The considerations for the month 
for such tranfers amounted to $8,258,541, 
against $7,603,654 for last March. 

Increased activity. is expected in south- 
west Chicago on account of the paving of 
Archer avenue and 
trolley from Chicago Lawn ‘to Archer ave- 
nue, on Sixty-third street, and developments 
in the Stickney tract, which will be an- 
nounced shortly.

Should Guard Them ~ 
from Disease.

PHYSICIANS ON SALARY 


the evolution of business 
involving vast capital and 
necessitating concentration 
of executive forces in a few 
heads, the wear and tear 
upon this directing machinery 
of a great corporation has 
| been suggested as possibly of 
more concern to stockholders than generally 
has been admitted. 

“The question has been asked in point: Can 
the stockholders of a great railroad system_ 
gay a President $50,000 a year for looking 
after the wear and tear of its physical ma- 
ghinery and yet not recognize that the Pres:- 
gent himself should be looked after as of vital 
jmportance to the conduct of the road? 

In the case of the President of the steel 
rust, would it not be a good business policy 
for the directorate to see that a President 
drawing a salar} of $1,000,000 a year have the 
gitentions of a medical adviser in some such 
degree as the inanimate machinery of the 
mills demands of the mechanic and engineer? 

Should a careless head of a great instituticn 
he allowed to wear himself out looking after 
the wear and tear on inanimate things that 
easily can be replaced? 

DISAPPROVE OF SALARIES. 

In general, it may be said of the medical 
profession in Chicago that it does not luvok 
Rindly upon salaried positions for doctors. 
Except in rare cases, it js regarded as a con- 
fession of individual weakness wherf a phy- 
gician ties himself to a salaried position. He 
may go with a millionaire patient to Europe.. 
He may put himself at the head of a great 
hospital or medical school. But far any posi- 
tion Where the influence of pull’ may be 
exerted, there is the prejudice that belongs 
to the profession. 

Still, as a proposition in economics, Chicago 
Rnysicians say that for a great corporation 
to Wear out its chief executive at preventing 
Wear and tear, and at the same time to have 
no eye to the condition of the executive him- 
gelf, could not be logical on its face.

Sad less reactionary than alcohol could be 


“The advantage of being under the ob- 


servation of a physician, of having a record 


Of analyses of the secretions, of the heart 
heats, and of respiration for comparative pur- 
beses could not be doubted. So many times 
Such observations would save a man a spell 
@ sickness, and, in the case of a man capa- 
ble of earning $1,000,000 a year, such preven- 
Hon would mean money to stockholders.

HERE are over 15,000 child work- 
ers busily employed in Chicago 
and.its immediate. vicinity. Ac- 
cording to the,forthcoming repart 
of Louis Arrington,State Inspector 
of Factories and Workshops, 14,- 
386 of these children are employel 
in establishments of this description. The 
small army of child-tenders, diminutive 
nursemaids, office boys and girls, errand boys, 
and miscellaneous child-assistants of every 
unclassified order is thus left unaccounted 
for. With these unclassified child-workers 
taken into :consideration, the total of Chi- 
cago’s youthful toilers is swelled far beyond 
the 15,000 Hmit. 

This number is less ‘than the truth, for 
it. ia,.not-possible to obtain correct and accu- 


rate age.statistics. So long as parents 
 giiardians wre willing to make affidavit that 


the children under their charge are over the 
réquired age of 14 years, while the twelfth, or 
even eleventh, birthday has yet to be passed 
over, the child labor lists must unavoidably 
remain smaller than they should really be. 
Everything possible is done, as the law now 
stands, to prevent children under 14 years 
of age from working, an affidavit of age 
being required from the parents or guardians 
of every boy or girl under 16. That these 
affidavits are often falsely attested is a well 
recognized condition, ‘‘ but,’ to quote one 
of the most earnest and devoted of the fac- 
tory inspectors in Chicago, “‘ we can't go 
back of the affidavit, so what are we going to 
do about it?’’ 


And there and thusthe matter stands. 


DIVISION OF THE ARMY. 


In point of sex the child workers of Chi- 
cago are about evenly divided. ' 

Laundries employ only girls and the 
telegraph and. telephone companies only 
boys. One thousand six hundred and sev- 
enty-nine girls are employed in the gar- 
ment trades, as against only 262 boys: the 
metal industries, on the other hand, find em- 
ployment for 1,399 boys and only 129 girls. 
Wood working employs 1,091 boys and but 
156 girls. In the department stores, which 
employ more child workers than any other 
Single industry in Chicago, 1,304 boys and 
1,227 girls are kept busy every day. A sim- 
llarly even balance is, maintained between 
thé Various other trades ana industries. 
“Child labor laws,” According to the forth- 


coming report of the State Factory Inspect- . 


or, *‘ aim at two things: a prohibition of em- 
ployment in certain occupations of children 
under 14 years of age, and the protection of 
children above that age. In the first aim the 
law has been only partially successful; in 
the second it has been a complete failure.” 
Both objects are based on the principle that 
public policy demands the regulation of the 
employment of the physically and metally 
immature, who are therefore at the same 
time economically, legally, and in a political 
sense dependent.’’ 


CAUSES OF LAW’S FAILURE. 


For the complete failure alluded to the 
factory inspectors are in no way to blame, 


naturally, since, for the reason mentioned in 
connection with the affidavits of required 


- age, it is impossible for them to cope with 


illegal employment in many cases, even when 
they are sure of its existence. But a “ comi- 
plete failure "’ to protect girls and boys under 
16 years of age would appear to be clearly 
evident, however originated, when 1,429 Chi- 
cago children are employed in the metal in- 
dustries, 507 in “ slaughtering and packing,” 
and more than 200 girls are now at work in 
the laundries of Chicago. 

The beneficent factory inspector insisting, 
on the one hand, that no child shall work 
unless in fair physical condition, and, on the 
other, that no child shall work overtime, is 
not pleasantly regarded by the childworkers, 


for many Chicage children desire to work—. 


or their patents or guardians desire them to 
do so—whose unfitness fof working, both in 
point. of age and physical condition, is 
marked. Again and again do the factory in- 
spectors insist that a given child shall leave 
work and return to school, only to find them- 
scives, at last, circumvented in some clever 
manner, 


MARRIED TO EVADE LAW. 

A pretty child, bright and intelligent, but 
altogether too young for factory work, vis- 
ited the woman who had several times com- 
pelled her to leave the factory, and, with 
opengand undisguised triumph, informed the 
kindly inspector that she was working again. 

“And you can't stop me this time, Mrs. 
——,’’ the sAucy child finished, delightedly, 


“for I'm married now.” 

The child or her parents, who were of for- 
eign extraction and had not lived in America 
long, had somehow learned or divined that 
a married woman, however youthful, must 
be adjudged of legal age and had acted ac- 
cordingly. So the 13-year-old “married wom- 
an’’ went triumphantly back to work in 


‘the factory, and the husband, so far as known 


to the discomfited factory inspector, merely 
loaned his child “ wife’ the use of his name 
in-order to further her plan of working in the 
factory, which could not legally employ her 
for another year. 

It is from among the foreign residents of 
Chicago that the army of child-workers. is 
recruited mainly. American parents do not 
fend their children to work go early, asa nule, 
recognizing the necessity of at least a primary 
education. The recent trade troubles, how- 
ever, have been responsible for the working 
of a large number of ehildren during the 
last two or three years who would not other- 
wise have been allowed to.do so. The father 
is unemployed, temporarily or for a longer 
period, the need of financial assistance is 
great. The boy or girl of the family goes 
to work, consequently. 


EFFECT ON PHYSIQUE. 

Farming, practiced to a moderate degree, 
is said to be the only occupation which a 
growing boy or girl can follow without phys- 
ical injury. An examination of the child 
workers of Chicago, made in 1894, proved 
that every other kind of work is deleterious 


in varying degree. As a result of this inves- 
tigation it was found that while “‘ the small- 
est boy of 14 ought-to be 56 inches tall, weigh 
SO pounds, and have a chest measurement of 
30 inches, the smallest boy examined was 49 
inches tall, weighed 57 pounds, and meas- 
ured 2544 inches around the chest."" The 
girl@ under 16 have thirty-two times the 
probability of being hurt as those over 16, 
and that practically all accidents to female 
factory operatives befall the young and in- 
experienced ""; while it is said that a 
a factory boy “ has a probability of accident 
about twice that of an adult, and that his 
chance of fatal accident is over seven times 
as great as that of a grown man.” 


K LARGER FORCE. | 

he inspectors say that knowledge even 
in the less arduous and physically dangerous 
occupations the health of the child Worker 
is apt to be sacrificed to the doubtful benefit 
of swelling the family income—frequently at 
the expense of the father’s share in this 
operation, since there is always a sharp coin- 
petition between child and adult labor— 
would appear to speak strongly in support of 
the plea for severa! additional assistants 
which Mr. Arrington will make in his 
official report to the Governor of Iinois, 
soon to be published. With a larger corps of 
assistants many illegitimate abuses and 
elasticities of the child labor laws could be 
prevented, and many children now wrong- 
fully worked sent back to sehool and to the 
homes. 


DEATH IN THE WAKE 


NS KINNOW, the portrait 
painter of Munich, is dead. The 
doctor who made the autopsy 
said he died of a broken heart, 
superinduced by  egrief* and 
anxiety, but Hans’ friends knew 
all the time that it wasn’t so. 
They maintained that his brush 
and palette had killed him, and a discovery 
made in the deceased artist’s rooms seems 
to bear out their surmise, queer as it Is. 

Hidden away on the uppermost shelf of 
a disused closet was found a portrait of 
Hans Kinnow which, according to the date on 
the frame, was done some time in Decem- 
ber last. It was a self-portrait—Kinnow 
had painted it from the reflection of his face 
im a mirror. 

And thus the curse that attached to all 
his work had come true once more and 
for the last time. A customer of his own, he 
died like all his customers have died, after 
he finished painting their likeness. 

Here is the. weird story as a friend of the 
dead man told it to THE TRIBUNE'S corre- 
spondent at Munich. If any budding genius 
of the Robert Louis Stevenson kind reads 
it he had better maké a note of it, for ** prop- 
erly worked up and elaborated, it would 
furnish material for one,of the most thrill- 
ing novels or the most bloodcurdling dramas 
written since “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde’’ saw 
the light. 

‘“‘T first met Hans Kinnow some ten years 
ago at the Munich Painters’ Academy,” sald 
Herr Friedrich Seeger. ‘‘ We were both

penury and enthusiasm cemented a hearty

RAPID RISE TO FAME. 

Kinnow’s decided talent for coloring 
was equal to his diligence. He was one of 
the hardest workers in his class and his 
progress was remarkable, but, like other 
poor artists, he had to take to portraiture 
as a means for making a living when he got 
through with his studies. 

‘* But even in this make-shift vocation 
adopted solely to pave the way to better 
things, Kinnow’s genius shone forth bright- 
ly. From painting his landlady to wipe 
out a threatening board bill, and from win- 
ning money and laurels among parvenu 
house-owners, bakers, butchers, and brew- 


ers, the young artist rose to the distinction 


of receiving orders from ladies of fashion 


and of gentlemen who had achieved high 
honors in the service of the state, of science, 


and of literature. 


* For a time Munich art circles were alive 
with the gossip of Kinnow’s successes. The 
Minister of Culture had pronounced his color- 
disposition ‘ remarkable,’ several of the older 


masters had spoken encouragingly of his at- 


tention to detail. 


EARLIEST OF HIS VICTIMS. 

“ About two years ago I began to notice in 
Kinnow’s studio sketches and half-finished 
portraits of persons who, being in moderate, 
or even poor, circumstances, could not afford 
to pay his price for painting their likeness. 


There were pictures of bedridden people, beg- 
gars, and little delicate babies, all remark- 


able for an aspect of suffering on their coun- 


tenance. I. asked Kinnow what he meant by

throwing away his time on such subjects. 
He seemed not to like the question, but 
finally said he painted these people because 
they interested him and because he was try- 
ing on them some new method of color com- 
bination. 

** Meeting him a few days later he told me 
excitedly that one of his models, a mendi- 
cant of 3O or 60, had died that morning, and 
when I refused to see anything extraor- 
dinary in this he added: ‘ But Marie is dead 
also.’ 

Who is Marie” 

“*The baby with the waxcn face and 
soulful blue eyes, whose portrait you ad- 
mired so much the other day.’ 

*“*I believe you told me that her mother 
was a consumptive.’ 

““*Maybe I did, but she died only two 
months after I finished. her likeness. The 
same happened to Father Martin, the poor 
beggar man, with the remarkable head of 
gray locks, that hangs over my wri 
desk.’ Sed 

** He conceived that in some way he was re- 
sponsible for their death; and nothing would 
do but to start in and Investigate the records 
of other persons who had given him sittings. 
And, unfortunately, the further he got in 
his examinations the more convinced did he 
become that his brush was fatal to ali whom 
it commemorated. The landlady, fer im 
stance, a young woman in exceltent health. 
with several children, who allowed him to 
pay off his debt in canvas and colors, had 
Gied suddenly from pneumonia after he had 


moved from the house. 7 
“ Kinnow’s head was smimming. The beg- 


gar, the baby, the landlady, the boss butcher 
—all died within a short time after sitting 
for him. His brush had been to them likean 
executioner’s ax. 

“‘As he was going home one afternoon to 
rest and think he passed the small rococo 
palace where Friulien Dina S8., the ballet 
dancer, lived. Kinnow had sent her portrait 
from his studio to the annual picture show 
only a few days before. When he came with- 
in a hundred paces of the house he tried to 
look away, but his eyés involuntarily turned 
upen the gate. On it was an enormous crépe 
bow, and In the house all curtains were 
drawn. 

SEQUENCE OF DEATHS. 

“ Kinnow was half crazed with consclen- 
tious scruples and remorse when he 
rushed into my studio to tell the story. 
His heart was beating like a sledge- 
hammer, he cursed his ‘death-breeding’ 
art, and I myself was so surprised by 
the array of undeniable facts that I had 
no words to dispel his melancholy con- 
clusions. 

“ Well, we went to work the same night 
and found everything asreported. Kinnow’s 
assurances that the five persons were ap- 
parently in good heaith when they sat for 
him were corroborated by the family and 
friends of the deceased, and all had diced 
rather suddenly some time after their por- 
traits had been finished. There was no gain- 
saying that, but where the causative con- 


nection between the act of painting and 
death came in was a mystery. 

“Though I still continued to hold up to 
ridicule the idea of the thing, a feeling of 
horror crept over me when a few days later 
I read in the Nachrichten that Lieutenant 
Count *D——hof had broken his neck on the 
racetrack, for the Count was one of Kinnow’s 
latest customers. Being out of town fora 
couple of days, the young artist was spared 
this plece of distressing news. I was re- 
joicing over the fact when Munich society 
received a severe shock by the announcement 
that Dr. L.. a well-known art connoisseur 
and collector, had been run over and killed 
by an electric car. 

‘**! am the painter of death,” he said; ‘ the 
death bringing painter. On his wanderings 
through the world the king of terrors stops a‘ 
Munich every ttle while, and by mysterious 
strategem compels his victims, marked for 
early demise, to go to my studio and arrange 
to have their portrait taken. There must be 
some cabalistic. connection between death 
and myself, but I won't act as his messenger 
any more. It would be criminal in me to ac- 
cept further orders for portraits or to hire 
models for my studios. They must all die, 
and I cannot go on playing at murder.’ 

“He was downcast, somber, despairing of 
himself and the world, tortured by fears of 
hearing of another victim. His morbid ap- 
prehension was so overpowering as to ac- 
tually keep him from opening a newspaper. 
It might contain an item about the sudden 
death of one of his customers or models, 


BRUSH. 


“*One day, about nine months ago, I found 
Kinnow in a more composed frame of mind. 
He said: ‘I have been studying up my case 
and came to the conclusion that it’s wrong 
to portray human beings, especially after 
the methods pursued by me, which I falsely 
held to be that of the true artist. As you 
know, I never was content with placing 
merely the outward features on canvass. I 
strove to photograph the soul—the inner life. 
Ah! I succeeded but too well. The soul and 
mind of fellow beings that I sought for fled 
their earthly abode after communicating 
with mine, and after I brutally revealed 
their identity in cogprs, in lights and shades, 
All the people that I robbed of their souls 
are dead; how could they survive, anyhow? 

*“** But I am turning over a new leaf.’ he 
continued. ‘I have thrown up the whole 
business.. Hereafter I shall paint flowers 
and ornaments only—on porcelain. Let me 
explain: After tomorrow I will bea“ hand ”’ 
in the royal porcelain factory. I have just 
secured a position as decorator.’ 

**I made a last effort to save Kinnow from 
himself. ‘ Rather than give up entirely turn 
to landscape painting,’ I said. ‘ You have 
some talent in that direction.’ 
| “*And carry death and destruction _to 
whole villages, forests, mountains,, and 
fields; Dring over them fire, cloudbursts, hail- 
storms, avalanches? No, no; I have done 
enough mischief in this world,’ cried Kin- 
now; ‘I won't try again.’ 4 


DEATH OF SWEETHEART. 

‘When next I saw Kinnow he was head 
over heels in love with a young seamstress 
who lived in the rear of the apartment 
house where his studio was located. This 
girl was always sitting at a window that 
looked out upon his own. Thus their ac- 
quaintance commenced. Soon they became 
more intimate. One day when I went to his 
rooms she was sitting for her portrait. 

**Last November she died. and Kinnow 
was convinced, that he; not any disease-or 
complication of diseases, was responsible for 
her death.” 

** Here is the letter he left about the sad 
affair: 

*“** Gretchen was lying on the battlefield of 
life when I pounced upon her—I, the raven, 
who had already tasted so much blood. I 
eat on the breast of the dying girl, my neck 
stretched, beak pointed towards her beauti- 
ful cyes—those eyes that were her joy, her 
pride. 

“*" Give me one more hour, only one 
hour,”’ begged Gretchen. 

“*“* I will not,” croaked I, raising my beak. 

“*Then a@ nameless pain shot through 
Gretchen’s poor head—a pain much more 
intense than that which her wasting lungs 
had caused her. Blood ran from the hollows 
of her eyes, darkness enveloped her—the ob- 
scurity of death.’ 

“ Kinnow was little seen after the death 
of his Intended. Connoisseurs and art deal- 
ers who had given him orders for work 
waited in vain for their pictures. The last 
months of his life he séems to have spent in 
painting his own portrait. After it was done 
he daubed jrover. Then laid down and died.”

DON’T OBEY DOCTORS 


Refusal to Follow Instructions 
Responsible for Large Pro- - 
portion of Deaths. 


-SIMPLE RULES BROKEN. 


CORDING to a Chicago phyll- 
clan, 30 per cent of the peopié 
who die kill themselves, and 6 
this number few are classed. as 
suicides. 
“When a doctor cures 4 pa- 
tient,” he says, the majority 
of his friends speak of his strong 
constitution’s pulling him through. Wher 


them do, the doctor gets the blame.” 

This physician holds that non-observanes 
of a physician's directions is responsible Jn 
a score of ways for the fatal termination of 


patient to go to bed, as he may be told to do, 
and last of them may be the food or drink 
conveyed to the patient under cover, Just 
when he is on the verge of convalescenee, 
Between the two are all sorts of possible 
tinkerings and tamperings with medicine, 
hygiene, and dietary of the patient. | 

In the early stages of so many diseases 
about all that a doctor can do is to prescribe 


bed, with instructions to eat carefully and 
keep warm untfl time affords a more correct 
diagnosis. 

But there is a type of man and woman whe 
insists that he always keeps going till he 
drops. He doesn’t believe in giving up as long 
as he can stand and see. This man may have 
been suffering alternate chills and fever and 
he sends for a doctor. 

“* Well,” says the doctor, “ this may mean 
only a heavy cold. But it might mean an at- 
tack of bronchitis, pleurisy, or pneumonia, 
Go home and go to bed, take this medicine 
according to directions, and I will call and 
see you tomorrow.” | 
DELUDED BY CONVALESCENCE, . 

He may take the medicine and may go to 

bed, even. Next morning he may be feeling 
so much better, however, that he will get 
up and go about his usual work. If the ail- 
ment is to prove nothing worse than a heavy 
cold,it probably lasts fora week or two, unfit- 
ting him for work and fiermanently injuring 
his lungs. He laughs at the doctor and prides 
himself on having successfully fought his-ill- 
ness. But if he had remained in bed fortwo 
days he might have been quite well at the 
énd of that period, saving both money and 
time. 
Observations of typhoid fever in one of the 
London hospitals has shown how the may 
who will not go to bed may Kill himself. In 
this institution ft has beén shown that of 
those who come into the hospital and go to 
bed before the fourth day of the fever only 
5 in 100 die; of those who come in between 
the fourth and the eleventh day of the fever 
12 in every 100 die, while of those who come in 
after the eleventh day 28 ir 100 die. 

The urgent necessity of a patient's going to 


most infectious diseases begin almost identf- 


cian time to make a diagnosfs, losing confl- 
dence in the man if his first guess shall preve 
to have been wild. Yet for two days, often, 
no distinctive sign may be given by an in- 
fectious disease. 

One of the most marked of these signs is 
the fever rash. In scarilatina it appears on 
the second day after the fever has set tn; 
erysipelas shows it on the second or third 
day; measles on the fourth day; typhus fever 
on the fourth or fifth day; and enteric fever 
an the seventh to the twelfth day. Before 
this rash appears even the most skillful phy- 
sicilan may be uncertain. 


OFTEN MISLEAD PHYSICIANS. 

Not only are symptoms on the surface 
often hard to determine, but the patient often 
misleads a physician, either through ignor- 
ance or perverseness. He tells the doctor 
may be a dozen inconsequential things and 
yet dodges two or three leading questions. 
He may be angry, even, if asked ‘of what 
trouble his father or his mother died. Yet 
all these facts are necessary to many dlag- 
noses. And if the doctor is forced to guess 
measles as the patient’s trouble and it turns 
out to be typhoid fever, he loses confidence 
and neglects prescriptions and diet. 


lations of the patient who have ideas of their 
own about nursing and about medicines. 

In the case of a child, for instance, the 
mother may have “notions.” In cooking 
few women follow a recipe according fo 
measurements and the same holds true in thé 
sickroom. So instead of the mother’s giving 
a medicine four times a day, sho may com. 
clude to give it twice a day or six times a dayy 
Instead of giving it before meals she will givé 
it after eating. But all these details are 
necessary and important. For instance, if @ 
medicine is prescribed for every three hours, 
it means that before the preceding dose has 
ceased to act, the next shall be taken Itl@ 
like putting more coal on a fire beforé thé 
other fuel has entirely burned up. If the 
medicine is for am empty stomach it mea 
that it is of a nature to be absorbed best 
that way, and that it may be of little benef 
if taken after a meal. 

BREAK THE DOCTOR'S RULES. 

But notoriously a physician’s directions 
are hard to have filled by any one but & pro- 
fessional nurse. A patient objects 
often to the worry of detall, or to the taeteo 
a drug, and a tender-hearted relation breaks 
the doctor's rules with small concern. 

As to wrong-headed patients, Dr. Penning- 
ton, 108 State street, recalls cases at West 
Baden Springs where patients were told @& 
be careful how they drank the water. Svc 
men warned had been intemperate. “The 
idea of being careful about water, however, 
has struck them as absurd and they have 
violated orders, taking the waters in large 
quantities. As a result many of them have 
been thrown into convulsions, and a few hay¢ 
died.

o'clock the next morning. So completely are 
they accustomed to each other that when 
one takes a night off the other is puzzled and 
eee at having another man to work 
with. 

Electricity being instantaneous, of course 
the sender and the receiver are thinking of 
the same items, words, and even letters at 
the same time. And being men of keen per- 
ception and strong feeling, they are swayed 
at the same moment by practically the same 
emotions—indignation, sorrow, amazement, 
pleasure, or, whatever may be the contents, 
theme, or purpose of the item being handled 
at that particular moment. Psychologists, 
physiogfiomists, and all the other ists have 
& pretty nut to crack here in the theory that 
while’ the men have never seen each other 
they have grown to look alike through think- 
ing of exactly the same thing for six straight- 
away hours every night for eleven years. 


Always in Agreement. 

In all that time they never have quarreled 
or had the slightest difference in any way, 
despite the extraordinary high tension of 
their nervous work. It has come to be that 
when La Faye thinks this or that, Coleberry 
agrees with him that he is right, and when

it is the only thing in the world to do. 

The bond of sympathy between these two 
men who have never seen each other is re- 
markably strong. La Faye, being perhaps 
the more receptive, shows more marked indi- 
cations of this influence. One evening he 
came down to his office earlier than the usual 
hour, and was found there calling for Cole- 
berry plaintively over the wire.

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THRILLING STORY of BRITISH VALOR. 


% % % Incidents During Siege of Kumassi * * 


ADY HODGSON, the wife of Sir 
Frederick Hodgson, K. C. M. G., 
formerly Governor of the British 
possessions on ‘the Gold Coast in 
Africa. bas told in her book, * The 
Siege of Kumassi,’’- of one of the 
most. Gesperate defenses against 
overwhelming odds ever made by 

British soldiers. 

- The credit belonging to the soldiers of the 
Queen who held’ Kumassi is not lessened by a 

recital of the fact that with’ the exception 

af a dozen white officers the rank and file 
of the little army that was so long beaicaes 
by the Ashantis, as related by Lady Hodg- 

‘son, were negro troops called Hausas. ‘ 

/ Since 1896 Great Britain has exercised a 

protectorate over Ashanti! At that, time 

Prempeh, the reigning Ashanti sovereign, 

‘was taken a prisoner by the British and 

taken away.from his.capital. His golden 

stool, however, which is among the Ashantis 
the symbol of.sovereignty, was hidden by the 
natives’ and the British’ were ‘not able to 
secure it. Sir Frederick knew that the Ash- 


antis regarded this golden stool more as the” 


paramount power of their land than they did 
athe Queen of England, and that so long,as 
Ahey hdd pogsession of it they would never 
Mimit that “Gredt: Britain held sovereignty 

Sir Frederick decided to make a trip up to 
Kumassi, the natiye capital of Ashanti. and 
hold a’series of duribars or palavers with the 
native Kings and chiefs and induce them to 
give up,ta him;the golden stool. . The Gov- 
ernor was accompanied on his mission by‘his 
wife and three or four government officers. 
Drawn Intoa Trap. 
| ‘The natives were pleasant to them all the 
way to Kumassi and the Governor looked 
upon his trip» merely’ as a pleasant little 
junket. But after:he arrived in Kumassi he 
found he had been drawn. into a trap and that 
the Ashantis had only waited to get him to 
their capital before beginning a war for the 
restoration of.tHeir old King, Prempeh, anda 
breaking away from the British protectorate. 
' From April 25 to July 15, when the garrison 
wras finally relieved, the negro Hausas and 
their few white officers held the town against 
15.000 or 20,000 well-armed Ashantis. At the 
most there were-only 720 Hausa suldiers, who 
had but a small supply of ammunition and 
etarvation rations.- On June 23 Governor 
Hodgson, finding thai if the entire force re- 
mained in Kumagéssi they would all starve to 
death before help could come, took 450 df the 
Hausas and with several hundred loyal na- 
tives succeeded in cutting their way out 
through ‘the Ashantis’ line, and after days of 
terrible suffering’ in the forests succeeded 
in reaching the coast and friends in safety. 

Wednesday, April 25,. was the day on which 
‘began the siege of Kumassi. On the evening 
of the day before Lady Hodgson went fora 
‘walk. through the town everything seemed 
strangely quiet. The natives sat in little 

‘groups through the town, and while some of 
them were effusive in their loyalty there was 
everywhete an air of depression and dreari- 
ness. Some of the natives turned their heads 
and spat on the ground as the English party 
passed and others frowned and made hideous 
faces. An air of brooding stillness reigned 
everywhere. 


‘Before the Storm. 


' La@y Hodgson remarked to her husband 
that it seemed the calm before the storm. 
The next morning the same oppressive at- 
‘mosphere weighed over Kumassi. Sudden- 
ly a native runner came in breathless from 
the Basel mission on the outskirts of the 
town with a.note signed by Mr. Ramseyer 
saying that the nativés had closed in nearer 
to the mission and that he feared they pre- 
meditated an attack. Soon after another 
runner: appeared. with a message that the 
“Ashantis had fired on three servants who 
had been sent, from the mission for .water 
and that two of them had been killed. 
Word was sent from the fort for the mis- 
‘sionaries immediately to leave their-mission- 
shouse ‘and come into Ku -A small 
force of Hausas was sent out to escort them 
ito safety. As the missfonaries and the escort 
retfread'from the mission the Ashantis sud- 
@enly began a _ rattling fusillade’ @ the 
outposts and. pickets. 
. The war had begun. The outposts were 
@riven in on the run, and-soon after the migs- 
“sionaries had reached the fort the Ashantis 
“were in possession of the outskirts of the 
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‘town. ‘The loyal natives, to the number of 
4,000 ®r 5,000, gathered about the fort and 
repeatedly pressed against the main gate of 
the fort screaming to be admitted. | 

To have let this rabble in, however, wou'd 
have _meant the immediate death of al, as 
they would have so overcrowded the small 


fort that there would have been no room for. 


the defenders to man the guns. To protect 
the matives.a force of severa] hundred 
Hausas was placed outside the fort and 
threw. a cordon of intrenchments around the 
natives, 

, First Attack on Foot. 

‘Hardly had the Hausas prepared the de- 
fenses before the Ashantis burst upon them 
from every direction in an effort to carry the 
fort by storm. They were met by heavy and 
well-directed volleys from the _ intrench- 
ments, .while the Maxim and seven-pound 
guns from the fort were worked with tre- 
mendous energy. 

Time and again the Ashantis were driven 
back, but, after being rallied by their Kings 
and chiefs, would advance with fresh im- 
petuosity to the attack. The fusillade was 
terrific, and, added to the roar of the guns 
and the savage war cries of the Ashantis, 
was the shrieking and wailing of the 5,000 
hapless natives who lay exposed to the fire 
outside of the walls of the fort. All day the 


battle ragéd, but finally the Ashantis grew 


discouraged .at the, tremendous losses they 
had sustained and retired at. dusk and re- 
fused, for the time being at least, to charge 
the fort again... . 
That night they set fire to the Basel mis- 
sion and to.aH of the native huts and build- 
ings in the town, and, while these were burn- 
ing, kept up a steady long-range fire on the 
brave defenders of the fort. It was not until 


_* Jate the next day that the English had an 
* opportunfty to pick ‘up afd bury their dead 


and get a little rest. 


 @On Starvation Diet. . 

Not only.was,the, British force defending 
the fort seantily supplied with ammunition, 
but the stock of rations and food supplies 
were so low that in a,short time the entire 
garrison.and the loyal natives around the 
walls of the fort were reducéd to a starva- 
tion diet. .The tins. of corned heef that had 
been stored in the fort for just such an 
emergency was all the meat supply the gar- 
rison had. These tins had’ been four years 
in storage in a hot climate, and when opened 
were found to contain a rich green mold 
half an’‘inch thick over the meat. 

The only bread were the “ puppy biscuits,” 
which were’so full of weavils that a soldier 
had to be careful when sitting dawn, ta his 
meal that his biscuit did not rise up and walk 
away. Yet one puppy biscuit and a tin of 
beef ere up the daily food of each member 
of. the besieged garrison: In time even 
quantity had to be reduced one-half and then 
one-quarter. 

All the rats, lizards, parrots, dogs, and pets 
of all time that could be securéd were eaten

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by ‘the famishing -soldiers. As much as 10 
shillings were paid for rats, but soon not 
twice or three times that price was enough 
to enable the fortunate captor of a good fat 
rodent to part witht. 

he wet season had set in and the rains 
‘poured down every day, increasing the suf- 
ferings and sickness of the garrison and the 
refugees. Smallpox broke out, and the Afri- 
can fever claimed its victims by t score. 
The loyal natives, usted the walls 
of the fort, died ast from starvation and 
fever that their bodies cou not be 
properly buried. Even when laid in the 
Sround the ‘rains would wash the dirt 
‘away and ilea@ve the bodies exposed, 
.and soon the stench became something 
awful. Small foraging partlés made re- 
peated attempts to get out into the country 
to secure food, vigilgmt Ashantis, 
who now had a-comPlete@#ting of stockades 
drawn about tHe town, &Sasfly repulsed all 
these detachments and drove them ifn empty- 
handed. So the weary days passed, and still 
no signs of reinfor®ement. ; 


| Raising of the Siege. 

On a cold, damp, depressi morning— 
June 23—when Kumassi was ua 
blue-white mist that lay like a death 
Shadow over all the garrison,’ Governor 
Hodgson, with his wife and an escort of 
about three-fourths ‘of ‘the total strength of 
the defenders of Kumassi, started on his 
attempt to cut a way through the Ashantis’ 
lines and gain the coast, almost 200 miles 
away. For'‘an hour’ the march was made 
through the darkness in utter silence. The 
trail was so narrow and the underbrush so 
dense that the expedition had to proceed in 
single file. ‘Suddenly a gun cracked some- 
where up towards the head of the column. 
Then came a volley from the underbrush and 

the sound of the war drums of the Ashantis 
‘and their shrill battle cries. There was 
nothing for Lady Hodgson and the natives 
who were acting as carriers to do but crouch 
down. in the muddy path while the bullets 
Sang over their heads. 

Sometimes the fighting seemed to be 
close all around the party, and every mo- 
ment Lady Hodgson looked for the Ash- 
antis to break. through the underbrush 
into the:trail and’ complete their work. 
She says that at this time she was conscious 
of no great emotion or any dread of her im- 
pending fate, Her thoughts seemed dull, and 
the curious leaves of two trees about her in- 
terested her until a curious pose of one of the 
natives around her would pin her attention 
for a moment, and then again she would find 
herself watching, as if fascinated, some 
frightened lizard scurrying across the path. 
Suddenly the Hausas raised the cry of 
“Allah, il Allah,”’ and while for a moment 
the war cries of the Ashantis increased in 
volume and ferocity, the fire of their guns 
showed they were retreating, and soon the 
‘English bugles were sounding the ‘“‘ Cease 
firing,’’ and the expedition moved on again 
past: the stockade, which the brave little 
Hausas had taken only after the most des- 
perate hand-to-hand fighting. 

There were three days more of bush ficht- 
ing, and then the devoted column had got 
out of the Ashantis’ territory and continued 
their March to the coast without hindrance.

| SHE SOLD MOONSHINE WHISKY TO SAVE HER FAMILY FROM STARVING. .. A

HEN Ellen Hignite, a moun- 
tain girl from Clay County, 
Ky., was put on trial in 
Louisville before the United 
States District Court on the 
charge of selling illicit 
whisky, she was not left 

fw alone in her trouble. By the 
side of the shrinking little mountain maid 
sat Miss Alice Castleman, one of the 
proudest beauties of Kentucky, the belle of 
the New York horse show two years ago, 
and one of the handsomest women in the

the mother of this remarkabie family. She 
was born at Gollield, Prussia, in February, 
1802. 


Snatemetier’s only daughter, Mrs. Mary Nolt- 
ing, Who was aiso born ih Prussia in 1826. 
Mrs. Nolting’s daughter, 
Geliker, was born in this country in 1854. 
The 


Miss Castleman and her mother had heard 
ef the mountain girl's sad story and they 
went to her help because they believed that 
she was the victim of spite and persecution, 
and that while she had disobeyed the rev- 
enue laws and sold illicit whisky as charged, 


still, she had done it only to save her mother 


and sister from starving. 


So when the case of the People vs. Hig- 


nite * was called the courtroom held a notable 
crowd. Around the mountain girl sat Miss 
Castleman and her mother, Mrs. Samuel A. 
Miller, Mrs. Basil Duke, and other society 
leaders of Louisville. General John B. Cas- 
tieman and General Basil Duke. fwo of the 
most renowned soldiers of Kentucky, who 
during the long years of the rebellion wore 
with distinguished honor the uniforms of 
gray and who a quarter of a century later 
wore with no less honor the old army blue 
of the union in the war of a reunited country 
against a foreign foe, had come into the 
court to testify in the little prisoner's behalf. 
Robert W.- Bingham, a rising young lawyer 
of Kentucky, had volunteered his services 
and was in court to act as the mouniain girl's 
attorney. So the trial began and the story 
¢ame out, and as it was told there were few 
in the courtroom who refused to weep. 


Feud with Moonshiners. 


The story began with the breaking out ofa 
feud between the Hignite family and the 
moonshiners of Letcher County. The Hig- 
nites refused to make illicit whisky them-* 
selves or deal init. Their neighbors declared 
that some of the Hignite boys were spies of 
the government. One night Gob Hignite was 
killed while going home to his cabin. Old 
man Hignite and his other two boys went 
out to avenge the murder and all were killed. 
The night after they were buried the little log 


eabin of the Hignites was burned to the 


ground and Mrs. Hignite and her baby and 
her 17-year-old daughter, Ellen, fled to the 
woods for refuge. The next morning when 
they returned to the ruins of their smoking 
cabin they found a notice tacked on a tree. 
The notice read:

) we "uns won't do no mo’ to yo’ all. 


The terrified mother took her children and 
fled through the mountains towards (Clay 
County, where her peopie lived. For three 
weeks they wandered through the moun- 
tains. Then they sank down in the ruins 
of an old hut. They could go no further. 
All through the night the baby moaned for 
food. It was-easy to see that its little life 
could not last much longer. In the morning 
Elien staggered out of the hut door. 

Elien,” called her mother, come back! 
We're a-starvin, but we're Hignites to th’ 
end, and we ain't a-goin’ to ask favors of 
any one.”’

The girl went blindly down a trail that 
she recognized.

The federal grand jury was in session that 
week in Louisville.

That night a federal Marshal started for 
Clay County, and in his pocket was a war- 
rant for the arrest of Ellen Hignite on the 
charge of selling Hquor without a govern 
ment license. The girl heard the Marshal 
was coming. but she did not runaway.

Then General Castleman related how 
one of the Hignite boys had been a soldier 
in his command during the Spanish war and 
how he had worn the blue as creditably as 
his father did the gray. 

Ellen Hignite was called. She said she 
had sold illicit whisky. She had sold it 
without a license. She said, ‘‘I’m guilty, 
Judge.’’ That was all. 

The court in low tones said that since the 
evidence had been conclusive and the wit- 
ness did not deny her guilt, there was only 
one thing left for him to do. 

“The judgment of the court,” he said, “‘ is 
that you be confined in the county jail fora 
period of thirty days and fined $100.”’

os Lofty, but often unmeasured 
mountains, bold in outline, panoplied in 
gnow. and ice, full of undiscovered crags and 
‘valleys, peaks untrodden by man, cafions 
that have never echoed.the human voice, 
they offer stirring problems for mind and 
musole; and withal they are accessible, for 
more than 500 miles through the mountains 
‘of British Columibia, range after range of the 
Canadian Rockies and then of the serried 
elevations along the Pacific coast are trav- 
ersed by the railway. ‘There are four great 
parallel wplifts with thrée north and south 
depressions betweén the Rocky Mountains at 
the east; then the Selkirk range, moated on 
each side by the gorges of the Columbia; 
next the Columbia or Gold range, and finally 
the series of Coast ranges. Each of these 
‘consists of dozens of huge wrinkles or folds 
in the rocky crust of the earth, broken into 
hundreds of peaks and plateaus by hundreds 
mighty chasms and excavations. This is 
“only the east and west width of it. The 
fength of the mountain country is the length 
of the province, and more, for the grandeur 
oft. the hills reaches to the south and far to 
the north-into the snowy unknown of Alaska. 
. In this vast stretch—this sea of mountains 
—one has not to go far afield to make new 
M@iscoveries of twentieth century wonder- 
jands. For after all these years of travel 
‘through the mountains, it was not until the 
@ying days of the old century were drawing 
toa close that the existence of a region in- 
comparable in its beauty and grandeur, and 
yet contiguous te the beaten track, was made 
known to the world. Stray explorers in pur- 
sult of adventure, it is true, had previously 
told of lofty waterfalls, dropping as from the 
clouds, of huge glaciers exceeding that great 
one of the Selkirks, winsome mountain-girt 
jakelets, and tall peaks whose summits were 
lost ‘in the azure, but they were put down 
mere travelé?f’s tales. Nothing, it was 
thought, jcould be grander than that already 
known. Recent exploration, however, has 
eonfirmed these reports, and when the deep 
snow which mantles the mountains and filis 
the valleys will have disappeared in the 
springtime @ emall army of men will be build- 
ing roads: and making trails to add this long 
hidden fairyland to the other béauty spots 
which attract a multitude of Americans to 
British Columbia. It lies off Field, up the 
north fork of the Wapta (or Kicking Horse) 
River, and, forbidding as the obstacles ap- 
pear to be against human invasion, will be 
Temarkably easy of access when the road- 
builders’ work is conipleted. 
_ Field is at the Dase of Mount Stephen, 
the great giant of the rockies, whose hoary 
head reaches 6,000 feet above the railway 
track, and from this pleasant spot, where 
there is a “vyonderful fossil bed, it is already 
an easy ride or walk to the natural bridge 
wald Lake, a rare mountaingem A 


f 
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and Emural 
few miles farther on is Summit Lake, at an 


elevation of 6,000 feét above the level of the 
sea, at the foot of a spur from the Wapta 
range and Girectly facing the high Wapta 
peak which towers above it. Here camps 
are to be built, for the views are magnificent, 
the refiection of the great pinnacle in the 


atmospheric conditions, being perfect. From 
here one can reach the Twin Falls and the 
Great Glacier by a trail which leads along 
the mountain’s shoulders above the timber 
line, at an elevation of between 6,000 and 
7,000 feet; and all along the way are un- 
broken views of the whole valley of the 
North Fork, as far north as Mounts Collie 
and Balfour, which form the gateway 
through which this marvelous sea of ice 
forces its way to the bottom’ of the valley. 
The long range of hills bordéring the east 
bank of the North Fork stand as a barrier to 
the glacier and the immense snow fields 
which extend back for uncounted miles. 


At different points along the hills the gla- 
ciers have apparently suddenty broken 
‘through, in some remote age, and between 
the higher peaks they have advanced far 
eneugh forward to curtain the cafion below. 
Ice-bred and ice-fed streams tumble pre- 
cipitously over the hills for 1,000 feet and 
more, forming rare pictures. In the midst of 
this chaotic grandeur are little parks, afford- 
ing excellent camping facilities, where the 
sportsman can find wild goat in plenty and 
the botanist read new pages of his devoted 
study, for here are wild flowers and plants 
in illimitable variety and great profusion. 
Beyond is perhaps the wildest cafion en the 
continent, with perpendicular walls from 200 
to 500 feet, through which compressed at 
places into gorges no wider than a4 score of 
feet, foam and spume the angry waters from 
the ice-~clad hills. The Twin Falls is @ re- 
markable cataract. Two glacier streams ap- 
proach near each other, and going down sep- 
arately over a sheer precipice unite in one 
great volume, which angrily tumbles to the 
dark chasm below, a total depth of 1,200 feet. 
The Wapta Falls, now called ** Takakkaw, 
the Cree for “ it is magnificent,” is even & 
greatersight. Leaping almost from the fore- 
foot of a glacier it drops several hundred feet 
to a ledge, from which it shoots out a hun- 
dred feet like a huge watery bew, and makes 
the final plunge of 1,000 feet without again 
touching the precipice. It is no mere cas 
cadé, but a broad body of water, whose thun- 
derings reverberate throughout the valley 
and make the earth tremble. The rising 
spray, catching the glint of the western sun, 
forms itself into prismatic splendors and 
evolves itself into a golden pathway that 
the untutored red man-Delieves leads to the 
happy hunting greunds, the elysian abode 
of the gods themselves. 
There are peaks, too, which offer opportu- 
nities to the venturesome, and from alti- 
tudes of 10,000 feet the views obtained areof 
surpassing magnificence. High up over the 
Wapta Valley the great sheer walls go down 
at a right angle to a flat snow field, and the 
en Wapta, crowned by a series ef snow 
lds and glaciers, and the other peaks form 
a rare scene of verdure and grandeur. This 
sharp contrast is one of the chief charms 
of the unfolded panorama that greets the 
enchanted visitor. 


The traveler of 1001 will be able to pene 
trate these delightful wilds by traile aggre- 
gating twenty-five miles, and some of these

FOR PERFUMES. 


| IN THE VALLEY OF VAR. 


NEARLY 3,000,000 POUNDS OF ORANGE, ROSE, VIOLET,

‘ N the season just ended the people 
of the little valley of Var, in the 
southeastern part of France, who 
have been engaged for something 
like two centuries in the industry 
of making perfumes from flowers 
have grown nearly 2,000,000 
pounds of orange blossoms, 800,000 pounds of 
— , and over 100,000 pounds of jasmine and 
violets. 

The flower growers of Var regard their in- 
dustry as an art. Many curious facts con- 
cerning the secrets of the plant world have 
been learned by them, and the knowledge 
has been well utilized. For example, the in- 
habitants of the littl¢ French valley have 
proved by many experiments, covering a 
period of 200 years, that the seven plants 
whose flowers contain or will produce by 
combination the perfume of all the others 
are the orange, rose, violet, Jasmine, dcacia, 
gonquil,. and tuberose. Therefore, these are 
the only ones they grow; they depend upon 
the process of mixing for the other odors of 
commerce. 


One among the first secrets which these 
old perfume m<akers learned was that the 
scent of the flo\.<r is not contained in any 


' gland or little sac, put rather that it is ex- 


hailed by the flower somewhat in the fash- 
ton of breathing, and that if the blossom be 
crushed the scent is destroyed. Another 
thing they found out early in their work was 
the fact that fresh grease will absorb this 
breath of the flowers most readily, and that, 


_ in turn, will yield up its treasure to alcohol. 


Using these fac the people of Var have 
so built up their industry that today they 
supply a good portion of the world's market 
with flower perfume. Every summer the 
whole valley is like one great garden bed of 
the seven flowers mentioned. They are 


- gathered in their blossoming season, and all 


summer long the sweet smelling fields are 
visited by women a children carrying 
great baskets on their backs, in which the 
flowers are carried to the vast storehouses, 
where ample preparation has been made for 
extracting the perfume from them. 


There are two ways of obtaining the scent 


from these flowers. By fair the more com- 


mon is the method of “enfleurage.”’ Large 
pieces of glass, each framed in a wooden 
ease, are prepared, and over the surface is 
@pread a layer of clean, fresh grease, on 
which are piled the flowers. Each kind of 
flower, of course, is kept separate. The per- 
fume is quickly absorbed in the fat, and as

placed in the frame in their stead. And so 
the process is continued during the whole 
season of blossoming, after which the grease 
is scraped off the glass and is put in alcohol, 
having previously been chopped fine. In

“ Maceration.” is the name given to the 
other process of extraction. Itis used where 
the method of “ enfleurage” is not satis- 
factory in getting the whole of the odor, and 
is similar. The flowers are infused in a bath 
of warm oil for many hours, and are then 
strained away and fresh ones added, the 
process being kept up as long as the blooms 
can be procured. It is said that the best es- 
sence is obtained from the jasmine and tube-~- 
rose by the enfleurage, but the orange, 
acacia, and rose are found to give more sat- 
isfactory results by the method of macera- 
tion. To get the best odor from the violet 
and jonquil a joint process is used—frst, en- 
fieurage and then maceration. 


Until civilization gave the art of draw- 
ing the fragrance from flowers, there was 
@ small choice of perfumes, tedious and 
rather gross. Woods and gums were the 
best of them, and the Japanese even now use 
these to fairly good purpose; but who is not 
somewhat weary of the unchanging per- 
Yume that unfolds with the screens, fans, 
lacquer, dnd is shaken out of the Japanese 
shop across the pavement? 

But whether it is better to use scents made 
from a single kind of flower or from a bou- 
quet is a vexed question. If the perfumer 
would give, literally, the ssent of a single 
kind of flower, that would, undoubtedly, 
be the pleasantest to carry. But, except in 
the case of violet and in that of attar of 
roses, there is, apparently, no unmingled 
scent. For the most part perfumes are made 
with little additions of stimulating odors— 
something strengtheing or something last- 
ing—until they become fortified and falsified 
like wine. 

The mingling is always to be detected, 
This being so, a bouquet that is confessed, 
and therefore raises no hopes toward sim- 
plicity only to disappoint them, is usually 
the better choice. In the making of the 
best of these—old friends with old names— 
clever prescriptions have, evidently, become 
traditional, so pleasing is the perfume of a 
right Ess-bouquet or Jockey club, and so 
free from the sickly and the gross. But 
try a scent with the name of a single flower 
(taken in vain), and you are at once aware 
of patchouli or Javender water, or some 
thing equally unwelcome, lurking within. 
Lavender is sweet on the stalk and pat- 
choull tolerable when you pick the leaves 
of the innocent shrub, and orange blossom 
is exquisite alone; but even orange 
is not so sweet by another name. 

“ Here is a sensible defect,” saya a French- 
man, “in a world that nature and art have 
go refined in vain. I, who do not love 
sweets, have no scents proffered me but 
@uch as seem to suggest the long foregone 
taste of sugared and honey dainties. My 
cigar, my wine, ali I have, ts contradicted 
by the perfumes which haunt the rooms, 
the table, the woman's hand that I touch. 
Why cannot I have a scent, now and then, 
that shall hold salt tn it instead of sugar?’ 

It is conceded to this malcontent that his 
galt fragrances never have been turned into 
essences, and that he may search a perfum- 
er’s shop vainly for a bottle of sea scent, or 
for the smell of the good brownearth. What 
a@ pity, though, that odors cannot be found 


- that would do no offense to tastes too adult 


and too masculine for follies; odors that 
might be cartied without losing touch with 
either Burgundy or a cigar. The seeker of 
galt and savor cannot have his pleasant odor 
by any means in the form of perfumery, but 
he can find it in coffee and tea, in various 
peppers and seaweeds.

The bird to be trained must, above all, be 
perfectly tame, and, another cardinal point, 


thing in connection with the training is a 
matter of habit. Hence the cage should be 
softly touched and handled frequently dur- 
ing the day. 


In this respect everything depends upon the 
disposition of the trainer. If this disposition

BEATRICE _BUTLERS WEDDING... 


ONDON, March 23.—Gloomy 
weather, chocolate - colored 
skies, and black garments 
everywhere, in shop windows, 
on the street, and at public 
places of all sorts, were, to say 
the least, depressing, and it is 
a relief that the order for 
half mourning, except for the 
court, has gone into effect. Purple and gray 
are not gay, but they are cheerful, and win- 
dows full of violets, lilacs, and hellotropes 
are appropriate to spring. Half mourning 
now is filling the London shops, and all the 
English world is wearing white, gray, and 
purple. It is astonishing how many purples 
there are. Put two costumes together, for 
example, from one of the best Bond street 
shops, and the one makes the other look red, 
while it itself becomes a decided blue. Plum 
color, heliotrope, violet, mauve, amethyst, 
royal purple, and lavender are all to the 
fore, and of each of these there is a variety 
of shades. One had hardly

Half mourning millinery is especially at- 
tractive. One hat, a loveiy thing, is exciu- 
sively composed of Neapolitan violets veiled 
in tulle of the same shade. It has a brim 
which literally rolls over on the hair at the 
back, after the fashion of a mushroom, while 
the front is raised up from the face in rolls 
and curves which are as becoming as they 
are indescribable.
